The panel, whose existence has 
been kept secret since it was created 
two months ago, is headed by Air 
Force reserve brigadier-general Uri 
Talmor, a senior executive at Koor 
Industries. 

Talmor, drafted back into uni- 
form for this purpose, recently led a 
team of Israel Defence Forces and 
Defence Ministry personnel on a 
survey of. the disputed site near 
Eilat. The team has also engaged in 
legal and historical research, and has 
presented findings arid recom- 
mendations to Rabin. • 

In government circles in Jeru- 
salem , there is a jaundiced and suspi- 
cious view of Talmor’s doings — arH ^ 
speculation as to Rabin's intentions 
in appointing him - For the record, 
officials say there is cooperation .be- 
tween the three ministries, that Tal- 
mor is invited to conferences 
arranged by the Foreign Ministry's 
legal department, and that informa- 
tion and assessments are pooled. But 
privately, senior officials question 
the need for a Defence Ministry 
study of a subject that has been 
exhaustively studied by the Foreign 
Ministry for die past three years, 
with input from, inter alia, the IDF 


Fighting in Beirut and Tripoli 


BEIRUT (AP). - Fighting flared in 
Beirut and the northern port of Tri- 
poli yesterday as Moslem leaders 
met in Damascus to find ways of 
halting the bloodshed and to counter 
U.S. sanctions in retaliation for 
the TWA hijacking. 

Lebanon's top political and reli- 
gious leaders of the Shi'ite, Sunni 
and Druse sects met with Syrian 
Vice-President Abdel-Halim Kbad- 
dam for five hours in the first session 
of the two-day conference. 

They are expected to draw up a 
security plan to curb feuding be- 
tween Moslem militias and mid a 
wave of lawlessness in West Beirut. 

As the meeting got under way in 
Khaddam’s office, gunmen of the 
Shi'ite Amal militia and the Drtise 
Progressive Socialist Party (PSP), 
fought a one-hour battle in West 
Beirut's Mosseitbah, Lija and Ras 
an-Nabaa neighbourhoods. 

A joint AmaLPSP security com- 
mittee called a cease-fire. But the 
rival factions continued trading snip- 
er fire andgrenades. 


The clashes erupted when Druse 
militiamen refused to allow Amal 
gunmen to put up a poster of one of 
their slain “martyrs” in their terri- 
tory, a frequent cause of firelights in 
Beirut. . 

Police, said two persons were kil- 
led and at least one wounded in . 10 
hours of fighting in Tripoli’s Baal 
Mohsen, Bab Tabbaneh and Mal- 
louleh districts. . 

• An official statement In Damascus 
said Syrians Transport Workers' Un- 
' ion derided yesterday to “take a 
number, of measures to confront 
American threats to impose a seige 
of Beirut Airport,” the official Sy- 
. nan: Arab news agency, Sana, re- 
ported. 

The union’s president said Syria 
and Lebanon were calling an ex- 
traordinary session of the Pan-Arab 
Federation of Transport Workers to 
"adopt a collective Arab reaction 
against the U.S. measures.” He did 
not say what these measures would 
be. 


Export rise could fizzle by year’s end

An increase in industrial exports 
during the first half of the year may 
not continue during the next six 
months, economists at the Ministry 
of Industry and Trade said yester- 
day. 

Industrial exports for January 
through June were 6 per cent higher 
than those for the corresponding 
period last year.- In certain sectors — 
specifically metals and electronics - 
the increase ranged from 9 to.10 per 
cent. Textiles and apparel exports 
declined by 9 per cent. 

Ministry economists said the 
chances of continuing increases in 


exports depend on export profitabil- 
ity and exporters’ confidence in the 
government’s ability to guarantee 
that profitability. 

The economists noted that recent 
economic measures "have not pro- 
duced a substantial improvement” in 
exporters’ profitability except the 
adjustment in the effective rate of 
exchange “in winch profitability will 
depend mainly on the formal ex- 
change rate while several state 
export-incentive programmes are 
eKminated.” 

On the other hand, the economists 
say that if wage restraints in the 
latest economic prograbame are 
effective, local demand will drop.

One high-ranking official in Jeru- 
salem said yesterday that whatever 
- backroom work is done by the De- 
fence Ministry, it must be dear that 
when negotiations with Egypt begin 
over the terms of reference of a Taba 
arbitration or conciliation, a repre- 
sentative of the Prime Minister’s 
Office must head the Israeli delega- 
tion.

Reagan blasts 5 states 
for backing terrorism 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - Presi- 
dent Reagan yesterday named five 
countries he said supported terror- 
ism and described- their leaders as 
the strangest collection of misfits and 
squalid criminals since Hitler’s Third 
Reich.. 

International terrorism was. sup- 
ported by “Iran, Libya, North 
Korea, Cuba and Nicaragua - conti- 
nents away, tens of thousands of 
miles apart - but (with) the same 
goals and objectives,” he told the 
American Bar Association. 

His remarks came eight days after 
39 American hostages from a hijack- 
ed Trans World Airlines plane were 
released following a 17-day ordeal in 
Lebanon. 

Reagan did not mention .Syria 
though it is on fee State Depart- 


ment’s list of countries that support 
terrorism. 

The Reagan administration has 
acknowledged the role played by 
Syrian President Hafez Assad in 
securing the release of the hostages. 

Reagan, however, said the five 
countries be had mentioned “are not 
necessarily the only ones that sup- 
port terrorism against the U.S. and 
its allies. Those which I have de- 
scribed are simply the ones that can 
be most directly implicated. " 

Referring to the five countries as 
“a confederation of terrorist states,” 
Reagan said the U.S. intended to 
resist international lawlessness. 

“The American people are not - 1 
repeat, not - going to tolerate in- 
timidation, terror and outright acts

Up to 50,000 Arabs sleep overinT-A

Each night between 40,000 and 
50,000 Arabs from Judea, Samaria 
and the Gaza District sleep over in 
Tel Aviv without legal permits and in 
unsanitary conditions, members of 
the Knesset Interior Committee 
learned Sunday evening. 

Surveying the nocturnal scene in 
Tel Aviv under the auspices of dis- 
trict police headquarters, the Knes- 
set members heard that when mig- 
rant Arab workers get involved in 
crime, the police have trouble track- 


ing them down because they have no 
address in Tel Aviv. 

The police lack the powers to take 
legal proceedings against Arabs 
sleeping over without permits and 
can only transport them back to their 
homes in the administered areas, 
where the militar y government can 
take action against them, the MKs 
were told. 

However, there axe too few police 
officers and the phenomenon is too 
widespread for anything to be done 
about it, the committee members 
were told. 


Gangland victim’s body found on beach 


The police yesterday found the 
body of David Haio, who was mur- 
dered 4 Vi years ago amid a spate of 
gang warfare in Jerusalem . 

A police team dug the body up 
yesterday morning on Ashdod 
beach. It has now been transferred 
to the Institute for Forensic Medi- 
cine at Abu Kabir, and is to be 
reburied shortly. 

Micha Aslan and Gabi Ben- 
Harnsh, who been on trial in the 


Jerusalem District Court for 18 
months for the murder of Haio and 
other murders and attempted mur- 
ders, were brought to the beach 
together with a pathologist and 
Pakad Avi Cohen, who led the inves- 
tigation into Aslan's and Ben- 
Harnsb's so-called “Jerusalem 
Gang.” . 

Apparently, the Jerusalem police 
received information on the specific 
whereabouts of the body in the last 
few days. (Itim) 


Government to have chance to explain decrees on TV

Yair Stern, bead of ITV’s news 
division, said last night that an hour- 
long Moked programme is being 
planned for tomorrow. Prime Minis- 
ter Shimon Peres will be given ample 
opportunity to explain the changes 
in the economy. Stern also hopes to 
broadcast from a mobile unit where 
members of the public will have a 
chance to comment on the economic 
measures. 

. Some ITV journalists have re- 
fused to cooperate in producing the. 


programme “because we're not the 
puppets of the government.” 

Asked for his reaction if all jour- 
nalists refuse to cooperate, Stem 
said: “We'll cross that bridge when 
we come to it. If they have reserva- 
tions, they’re within their rights.” 

In addition to the Moked prog- 
ramme, ITV will soon launch a 
weekly economics programme, 
which was approved last week. 

In a relate d matter, Attorney- 
General Yitzhak Zamir said the text 
of proposed public-service 
announcements from the govern- 
ment on the new economic measures 
had to be changed before they could 
be broadcast. 

The ITV management committee 


had referred the proposed 
announcements to Zamir, who in 
1983 established guidelines to pre- 
vent such spots rrom becoming prop- 
aganda. 

Porat took exception yesterday to 
cabinetcrititism of the IB A in gener- 
al and ITV in particular. Peres de- 
clined to appear on a special prog- 
ramme scheduled last Monday to 
enable him to address the nation on 
the economic decrees Porat said. 
However, Peres was subsequently 
interviewed more than once. 

Porat said that both television and 
radio teams had performed splen- 
didly, and that under the circumst- 
ances, the prime minister had no 
cause to criticize them.

TEL AVIV. - Telephone, elec- 
tricity, radio and television ser- 
vices will be disrupted today and 
all government offices will be 
closed between 10 a.m. and 1 
p.m. as a number of unions have 
called their members out on 
strike in protest against the gov- 
ernment's economic-recovery 
programme. 

At the same time. Prime Minister 
Peres and Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda'i are to meet in Peres' office in 
Jerusalem with Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yisrael Kessar in a further 
attempt to resolve the difference 
over the government’s use of 
emergency regulations to erode 
wages and dismiss workers. 

wide gaps still separate the posi- 
tions of the two sides, in spite of the 
amicability of yesterday's meeting. 
Histadrut Trade Union Department 
Chairman Haim Haberfeld said 
yesterday that the government 
would have to cancel the decrees and 
its dismissal plans, and make a clear 
declaration that all labour agree- 
ments are still in force, before the 
negotiations could bear fruit. 

Today's strike by the Electric Cor- 
poration (IEC) workers, Bezek tele- 1 


communications company workers 
and marine ratings was declared dur- 
ing a stormy meeting of 20 powerful 
national works committees yester- 
day. It will begin at 6 a.m. and will be 
open-ended. 

IEC works committee chairman 
Yoram Oberkovitch said that elec- 
tricity supplies will not be disrupted 
at the outset, though repairs and 
connections will not be carried out. 
However, supplies could be affected 
if the strike continues indefinitely, 
he said. 

Telephone repairs and connec- 
tions will also not be carried out 
today, aqd Israeli ships in Israeli 
ports will be neither loaded nor 
off-loaded. Radio and television are 
likely to be- off the air, except for 
news broadcasts. 

Port workers. Airport Authority 
employees, Ben-Gurion Airport 
cargo handlers and El A1 employees 
are to meet today to decide whether 
to join the strike. The central com- 
mittee of the Gerical workers Union 
is also to deal with a strike proposal 
when it meets this morning. 

If the clerks, who represent 
150,000 workers in the local author- 
ities, banks, government companies, 
institutes of higher education and 
other work places, decide to strike, 
the bulk of the public sector could be 


shot down by Wednesday. 

Kessar and Haberfeld met here 
last night with Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation President Eli Huxvitz and 
several of his colleagues in an 
attempt to enlist the support of the 
private sector employers for the His- 
tadrut's position in the dispute with 
the government. 

The meeting ended without no- 
ticeable progress, although the two 
sides agreed to set up a committee of 
e xperts to continue discussing the 
wages issue. 

Sources said that the Histadrut 
failed to gain the open support of the 
manufacturers, and that the two 
sides differed in their stands on the 
issue of wage erosion. 

Today’s strike by the three power- 
ful work committees was approved 
by the Histadrut's strike committee 
yesterday evening. Earlier, repre- 
sentatives of most of the “Big 13” 
works committees strongly criticized 
the moderate line taken by the His- 
tadrut and its insistence on negotia- 
tions with the government. 

Meeting at IEC headquarters 
here, most of the works committee 1 ' 
leaders called for an immediate and 
indefinite general strike. The strike 
committee, under the Haberfeld

Agreement before July 15 seen as vital

If agreement is not reached be- 
tween the government and the His- 
tadrut on compensation for wage 
erosion by July 15. the economic- 
stabilization programme trill be 
seriously endangered. On July 15, 
the inflation rate for June is to be 
announced, and the expected 20 per 
cent figure is likely to place extreme 
pressure on the government's au- 
sterity programme. The Jerusalem 
Post was told last night. 

• In talks with Histadrut Secretary- 
General Kessar yesterday. Prime 
Minister Peres and Finance Minister 
Moda’i offered a package made up 
of^jnifoimxoinpensation payment 
later this month and various tax 
rebates. Kessar did not reject the 
offer, and the three are to meet again 
today for further discussions. A 
meeting set for last night was cancel- 
led for what government sources 
termed “technical reasons.” 

The sources indicated that a 
breakthrough was unlikely in today's 
talk, but suggested that an accord 


would be worked out by the 
weekend. They stressed that the 
atmosphere at yesterday's talks was 
far more relaxed than on previous 
occasions. 

Peres promised Kessar that 
emergency regulations - needed to 
enforce foe wage freeze and fire 
some 10,000 public sector workers - 
would not be enacted as long as the 
talks continued. 

Kessar reiterated that life did not . 
begin on June 1, 1985, and deman- 
ded that all calculations regarding 
wage erosion be based on figures for 
the previous 12 months. 

Histadrut and government teams, 
meanwhile, spent yesterday trying to 
determine the precise figure lor the 
uniform compensation payment. 

Peres plans to meet with works 
committees, consumer groups and 
sectoral organizations in the next 
few days to “sell" them the stabiliza- 
tion programme. Well-placed 
sources told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that Peres had been en- 
couraged to “meet the people” by 
Labour Party leaders concerned ab- 


out the negative response by work- 
ers to the programme. 

While the party has firmly backed 
the programme and has given Peres 
its support, it has sought to insure 
that an open communications chan- 
nel is maintained between Peres and 
Kessar. Party secretary-general Uzi 
Baram has been acting as die go- 
between for Kessar and Peres, meet- 
ing with them separately. 

Insiders feel that Kessar is aware 
that he will have to accept a reduced 
sum in cost of firing compensation, 
but think that he believes he can 
prevent emergency regulations 
being used to enforce the wage 
freeze. He is said to be less con- 
cerned about the 10,000 public sec- 
tor dismissals, believing that these 
will be achieved by voluntary retire- 
ments and vocation! retraining. 

The government has declared that 
it is not prepared to wait longer than 
mid-July for an agreement with the 
labour federation. If no accord is 
reached, the government will act 
unilaterally, deciding on the amount 
of wage compensation itself. 


Election talk enrages Likud liberals

Liberals in the Likud Knesset fac- 
tion came down like a ton of bricks 
yesterday on the possibility of the 
Likud’s launching preparations for 
an early election. 

The only Herut figure who went 
on record as condemning a meeting 
reportedly held between three of his 
party colleagues to discuss setting up 
an “election-campaign headquar- 
ters" was Likud faction chairman 
H aim Ka ufm an . 

The loudest in castigating the 
meeting between Deputy Foreign 
Minister Ronnie Milo, Knesset 
Memoer Micha Reiser and former 
MK Michael Kleiner were the Liber- 
al members of the Likud. 

Other Herat MKs said privately 


that they took a dim view of the 
Milo-Reiser-Kleiner meeting but 
preferred, for internal party reasons, 
to let the Liberals do the shouting 
rather than spoil their own personal 
relations with the three. 

Coalition executive chairman Sara 
Doron said: “Only lunatics could 
think about breaking up the national 
unity coalition and getting ready for 
early elections at this time. What we 
have to do is the opposite: streng- 
then the national unity coalition; 
eliminate misunderstandings; in- 
crease cooperation. In the present 
state of the economy when nobody 
can know the outcome of an elec- 
tion, and everybody realizes how 
much it would cost, to talk about an 
early election is the most appalling 
irresponsibility imaginable.” 


Liberals Pinch as Goldstein and 
Ariel Weinstein also reacted angrily 
to the idea that the Herat wing of the 
Likud might be discussing election 
strategy, however informally. 

Likud sources confirmed to The 
Jerusalem Post that Milo had indeed 
met with Reiser and Kleiner and bad 
exchanged views on what was called 
“running an election campaign.” 
But they insisted firmly that the 
three did not represent anyone else 
in the Likud and their move did not 
signify anything. 

Likud sources said that no “elec- 
tion headquarters” had been formed 
or would be formed and that the 
three figures named would not be 
the ones to decide about election 
strategy or bodies.

Likud nicknaming Moda’i ‘the traitor’ 


TEL AVIV. - Relations between 
Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i 
and the rest of the Likud have soured 
to such a degree that nearly all Likud 
minis ters are now calling Moda’i a 
traitor to the party. At the same 
time. Labour sources are privately 
pleased about the growing coopera- 
tion between Moda'i and Prime 
Minister Peres. 

All this has heightened fears in 
Herat and heightened Labour hopes 
that Moda’i will eventually break 
away from the Likud and facilitate 
the establishment of a narrow 
Labour-led coalition. 

The tension in both large parties 
over Moda’i has brought increased 
talk about the possible break-up of 
file national unity government. It is 
against this background, say some in 
Herat, thatDeputy Foreign Minister 
Ronnie Milo and Knesset member 
Michael Reiser have been involved 
in preparing for early elections. 

Until now, Moda'i was considered 
a potential defector in Likud circles, 
both Herut and liberal. Now most 
of the Likud ministers consider that 
Moda'i has as good as crossed (he 
lines. In private conversations, most, 
refer to him as “The traitor.” This 
attitude towards Moda’i originated 
with his victory at the Liberal con- 
vention and the fact that it sounded 
the death knell for any quick Herat-. 
Liberal merger. 

After his win it became clear that 
Moda’i would be far more indepen- 


dent than in the past and that he 
would be able to feed off Likud 
pressure by flirting with the Labour 
option. 

Labour sources told The Jeru- 
salem Post at the time that they did 
not rule out the possibility of Moda’i 
bolting the Likud and enabling Peres 
to set up a narrow coalition, which 
would be termed an emergency gov- 
ernment, to deal with the economic 
crisis. 

In the Likud, Moda’i’s “treason" 
is pointed to by minis ters who claim 
that no one from the Likud was 
consulted when Moda'i and Peres 
drew op the latest economic plan. 
Moda'i ignored his fellow Likud 
ministers and kept details of his plan 
a secret from them , while at the same 
time consulting very closely with 
Peres and his advisers, as well as with 
a number of leading Labour minis- 
ters and economic experts. 

While Moda'i has snubbed Likud 
ministers and treated them almost 
with disdain, some claim, Peres has 
. become increasingly chummy to- 
wards Moda'i, as chummy, in feet, as 
•when the national unity government 
was set up some 10 months ago. 

Despite the increasing nervous- 
ness about Moda’i in the Likud, the 
MQo-Rdser- election preparation is 
not being taken seriously in the par- 
ty. It is noted that the two did not 
seek or get the approval of the party 
secretariat, or any other Herut 
forum. 


The number of people said to be 
involved is far smaller than news 
media reports suggest and some, like 
MK Gideon Gadot, deny having 
taken part in any of the meetings 
related to (he issue. 

Herat sources say that no early 
elections committee was set up. All 
that took place was that an office at 
Metzudat Ze’ev was set aside for 
former MK Michael Kleiner, who 
was supposed to direct the effort. 
The committee, it is said, is no more 
than an excuse to keep Kleiner busy 
and allot him a room at party head- 
quarters. Kleiner lost his Knesset 
seat last summer when he failed to 
win a safe slot in the internal party 
race. He also failed in a bid to be 
elected Tel Aviv Labour Council 
chief in the last Histadrut elections. 

Reliable party sources denied that 
the move might be part of a calcu- 
lated attempt to prevent the holding 
of the party convention next autumn 
by precipitating early elections. It is, 
noted that there is no major party 
faction interested in patting the con- 
vention off. Moreover, fire Likud is 
waiting for its torn at the govern- 
ment's helm, according to the rota- 
tion agreement with Labour, and is 
not likely to seek the government’s 
downfall. 

Nevertheless, there was concern 
in the Likud yesterday that the very 
talk of preparations for early elec- 
tions would ignite the tinderbox that 
is the national unity government.

Defeat for Gutman 

BIENNE. Switzerland (AP). ~ 
Grandmaster Yasser Seirawan of the 
U-S. defeated Israel's dark horse. 
Lev Gutman, to move up in the 
interim standing after all but one of 
the adjourned sixth-round games 
were completed in the Group B 
Interzonal Chess Tournament 
yesterday. 

Victory for Seirawan, ranked 21st 
in the world, came after 49 moves of 
a king's indian opening. Gutman, an 
international master, had scored the 
first major upset in the tournament 
when he defeated llth-ranked 
Soviet grandmaster Lev Polugaevs- 
ky in a second round game.

on economy defeated

Prime Minister Peres said yester- 
day that to fight inflation the govern- 
ment had to choose between unem- 
ployment and cutting wages, and it 
had preferred the latter. 

He was replying to four no- 
confidence motions, presented by 
the four left opposition factions: 
Mapam, the Democratic Front for 
Peace and Equality, the Citizens 
Rights Movement, and the Progres- 
sive List for Peace. 


The motions were defeated by 
large majorities. The right-wing 
opposition faction, Tehiya, voted 
against the motions of the DFPE and 
the PLP, and abstained on the 
Mapam and CRM motions. 


Chaike Grossman (Mapam) cal- 
led the imposition of the economic 
measures by means of emergency 
regulations “dictatorial." and an 
erosion of the status of the Knesset. 
She said she did not believe that the 
prime minister would also take Cram 
the rich. "He hasn't found them 
yet." she said. 

Yossi Sarid (CRM) said that 
Peres, in his economic plan, had 
raised not a flag but a club. Without 
’a flag that the people could rally 


around, no plan could succeed, he 
said. 

Peres said that with our foreign- 
currency reserves evaporating, rapid 
action had been vital. The danger to 
democracy, he said, did not come 
from die legal use of emergency 
regulations, but from inflation. 

The government is marching with 
three flags, Peres said. The first is to 
bring inflation under control without 
causing mass unemployment. The 
second is “definitely not to touch the 
poor” - those in the lowest two 
deciles - but to compensate them 
frilly. And the third is to restore 
economic growth. 

Peres said that no other govern- 
ment has taken as much from the 
well-to-do as the present one. In- 
come tax receipts have risen by 20 
per cent in the past two months, be 
said. 

The prime minister also referred 
to the matter of television coverage 
of the new economic plan, a subject 
he had raised at Sunday's cabinet 
meeting. 

As soon as Justice Minister Mosbe 
Nissim said it was too late now to 
demand TV time under Article 46 of 
the Broadcasting Authority Law, 
that was the end of the matter, Peres 
said.' 


Likud MKs seek cash 


for six new settlements

TEL AVIV. - Several Likud Knes- 
set members, including Vice Pre- 
mier Yitzhak Shamir and Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Mo'da'i, met 
yesterday to discuss ways to set up 
six new settlements in Judea and 
Samaria by September. But they still 
haven’t found the money for the 
project, and Shamir and Moda’i are 
expected to discuss the matter again 
soon. 

Last Friday the co-chairman of the 
World Zionist Organization settle- 
ment department, Nissim Zvilli, 
wrote Prime Minister Peres and Sha- 
mir that existing settlements' debts 
amount to S80 million, that his 
budget had been reduced to S24m., 
and that there are more than 400 
empty homes in the administered 
territories - so there is no sense in 


establishing new settlements. 
Absorption Minister Ya'acov Tsur 
and the Moshavim Movement's 
secretary Amos Hadar subsequently 
endorsed Zvilli ’s position. 


But the Council of Jewish Settle- 
ments in Judea, Samaria and Gaza 
District warned that unless the set- 
tlements are built by September, the 
settlers will probably build them un- 
ilaterally. The settlers yesterday 
conferred with the lobby of Knesset 
members supporting them. 


Speaking to The Jerusalem Post 
after these meetings, a well-placed 
source in the Likud said the settlers' 
reaction was “hysterical and out of 
place." Work on the infrastructure 
of four settlements - Migdalim, 
Ne’ot Adumim, Asa’ el and Peles - 
bad begun, and Migdalim may be 
ready by the end of August. 


Shamir promises to submit 
names for Porat replacement

Foreign Minister Shamir yester- 
day promised to supply Culture 
Minister Yitzhak Navon with a list of 
three Likud candidates to replace 
Israel Broadcasting Authority direc- 
tor general Uri Porat. 

According to Navon, who spoke 
to reporters yesterday at the Amer- 
ican Jewish Congress dialogue in 
Jerusalem. Shamir said he would 
give him the list by the end of the 
week. 

Porat has fallen out of favour both 


in his. own Likud party' and with 
Labourites, and has also ruffled the 
feathers of the IBA chairman, the 
National Religious Party's Micha 
Yinon. 


Shamir yesterday also promised 
Navon that by Friday he would name 
a Likud cabinet minister to discuss 
reforms in the broadcasting author- 
ity (IBA) with Navon. 


Navon told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that only if the Alignment 
and the Likud join forces can they 
get “more effective management" in 
the IBA. 


Two small hospitals dosing 
in Ministry bid to save money

The Health Ministry yesterday de- 
rided to close two small government 
hospitals as part of its new policy to 
increase efficiency by eliminating 
duplicate facilities. The two are the 
40-bed Hospice in Jerusalem’s Old 
City and the 110-bed Neveh On 
mental hospital in Bnei Brak. 

The Hospice has been ordered to 
stop admitting patients from July 20. 
Patients are to be referred to the new 
Kupat Holim Clalit clinic in the 
nearby Sheikh Jarrah quarter and 
other city hospitals. 

On July 31 it is to close officially as 
a hospital, but will remain open 24 
hours a day as an emergency ward. 
Fifteen workers from the present 
staff of 60 are to remain as 
emergency-ward staff, while most of 
the rest are to be transferred to other 
hospitals. Some workers have 
agreed to retire. 

Health Ministry spokesman 
Shmuel Elgrabli last night categor- 
ically denied accusations by Hospice 
officials that the closure is politically 


motivated. “The reasons are purely 
medical and functional" he said. 

One deciding factor in the closure 
of the Hospice, he added, was a 
recent ministry inquiry into the 
death in childbirth of a woman pa- 
tient there eight months ago. The 
woman died of a pulmonary embol- 
ism, which the inquiiy found could- 
have been prevented by proper care 
and equipment. 

At Neveh On, there are 1 10 beds 
and 25 outpatient beds, but also 109 
personnel. Most of the patients are 
to be moved to central area mental 
hospitals, while a small number of 
more severe cases - some of whom 
are Holocaust survivors - are to be 
transferred to a special unit at Haim 
Sheba Medical Centre at Tel 
Hashomer. 

The ministry spokesman said clos- 
ing the two hospitals would save S2 
million a year, and that other small 
hospitals are being examined for the 
same purpose. The next to be closed 
will probably be the Baka al- 
Gharbiya Maternity Hospital, he 
said. 


Jail proposed for meeting terrorists

The government yesterday tabled 
an amendment to the Anti- 
Terrorism Ordinance prescribing 
three years' imprisonment for 
Israelis convicted of contacts with 
official representatives of Arab ter- 
rorist organizations. 

The aim of the amendment is to 
prevent meetings with PLO leaders 
of the sort already held by Ha'olam 
Hazeh editor Uri Avneri, Progres- 
sive List for Peace Knesset Member 
Matti Peled. journalist Amnon 
Kapeliuk. and even Alignment MK 
Ora Namir. 

The meeting would constitute an 


offence whether it took place in 
Israel or abroad, and whether the 
accused was a citizen ora resident of 
Israel. 


The PLP yesterday issued a pro- 
test about the amendment. 

Several Alignment MKs said it 
took them by surprise. Prof. Shevah 
Weiss told The Jerusalem Post he 
would vote against it since l$e was 
sure the attorney-general had the 
powers to take steps where genuine 
harm was done to Israel's cause by 
such meetings. 


The PLP said Prime Minister 
Peres had let the Likud lead him by 
the nose to agree to the amendment. 


Foreign tourism up, few Israelis travelling 


The number of Israelis going over- 
seas during the first week of summer 
vacation was 25 per cent lower than 
in the corresponding period last year 
and the number of incoming tourists 
is 30 per cent higher, according to 


airport estimates. 

Hard statistics will not be avail- 
able until the end of the month, but 
all air lines operating here report that 
fewer Israelis are travelling abroad.

Peres: Women’s parley must avoid anti- Zionism

Prime Minister Peres yesterday 
called on the world's delegates to the 
UN conference on the status of 
women opening in Nairobi next 
week to stick to the subject and not 
demean themselves by adopting 
“distorted resolutions against Israel 
and Zionism.'’ 

He was speaking at the opening of 
yesterday's Knesset session, the first 
part of which marked the 
approaching end of the UN- 
proclaimed decade on the status of 
women. About 200 representatives 
of women’s organizations in Israel 
were seated in the visitors gallery. 

Peres recalled that the previous 
UN conferences on women's status 
had served as anti-Israel platforms. 

It was at the Mexico conference 
that Zionism was first equated with 


racism, and this was repeated at the 
Copenhagen conference, Peres said. 

He said that both conferences 
dealt at length with the Palestinian 
problem, and both adopted a resolu- 
tion calling for aid to Palestinian 
women who were suffering from the 
Israeli occupation. 


Among other thingSi it called for 
seeking a true balance in women’s 
representation in senior positions 
and in government committees and 
advisory bodies, and for giving 
women equal opportunity for em- 
ployment and advancement. 


“Instead of encouraging com- 
radeship between the women of all 
nations, they set up a platform to 
spread hatred between peoples - in 
the name of equality for women." 

Nevertheless, Peres said, these re- 
solutions would not deter Israel from 
cooperating and making its contribu- 
tion to the international efforts to 
improve the status of women. 


Knesset Speaker Shlomo Hillel 
said that in one important area in- 
sufficient progress had been made - 
in the number of women Knesset 
members. . 

Teh years ago there were nine 
women members, and today there 
are 10, he noted. “At this rate,” he 
said, “we'll need 500 years until the 
imbalance is corrected." 


Peres noted that the government 
had recently adopted a resolution on 
equal opportunities for women in 
government service. 


If less than. 10 per cent of the 
Knesset consisted of women, he 
stated, it indicated that women have 
not been sufficiently integrated into 
the political parties. 


More firms in trouble in June, 
says Dun & Bradstreet

The number of companies ex- 
periencing cash flow and other diffi- 
culties increased significantly in the 
month before introduction of the 
new economic policy, according to 
Dun and Bradstreet (Israel) Ltd., 
the corporate information and moni- 
toring firm. 

The monthly list that Dun and 
Bradstreet publishes includes com- 
panies whose liquidity problems are 
hurting their payments to suppliers, 
and those haring difficulty in de- 
livering goods. It also lists firms that 
have severely reduced operations, 
hurting their financial positions, and 
companies -which have ceased oper- 
ating or fdr whoiir a 'recejVef has 
been appointed. 

The 782 companies listed in June's 
list also reflected improvements that 
Dun and Bradstreet has introduced 


in its information-gathering services. 
One of the features of last month was 
the increase in the number of 
medium and large companies to 
appear on it. “In light of this,” notes 
the report, ‘it seems that the public- 
ity surrounding the difficulties of 
certain firms is not an isolated epi- 
sode and we expect further revela- 
tions" in July. 

Dun and Bradstreet’s experience, 
in the year and a half that the report 
has been published shows that die 
list grows several months after cuts 
are made in the public sector or after 
“freeze" periods, such as those in 
the package deals. 

The latest report highlights an 
" increase' in service and trade- com- 
panies experienang difficulties,’ as 
well as transport, tourism and build- 
ing companies. Metals companies do 
not dominate the list as they had 
previously. 


Alignment may waive 5 per cent of pay

per cent they waived last year. 

The additional 5 per cent cut, 
proposed by Simha Dinitz, would be 
for three months. 

Faction chairman Rafael Edri 
agreed to a demand by Abdul 


Wahab Daroushe to hold a special 
discussion on the need to grant extra 
children's allowances to large Arab, 
families as well as large Jewish fami- 
lies during the three-month price 
freeze. 

Daroushe said the derision to give 
large Jewish families an extra 11 per 
cent for their children was the sort of 
racial discrimination grounds which 
the party and the coalition were 
committed to eliminated. 


Egyptian energy experts to visit Israel

A delegation of Egyptian experts 
will arrive in Israel within a month to 
observe Israeli progress in the field 
of solar energy and research aimed 
at developing sources of energy that 
could serve as alternatives to pet- 
roleum. 


This was announced in Jerusalem 
yesterday by Dr. Natan Arad, 
director-general of the Energy 
Ministry, on his return from Egypt. 
Arad led an Israeli group that had 
visited Egypt for two weeks at the 


invitation of Egyptian Electricity 
Minister Maher Abbaza. 

In Cairo, it was agreed that 
Israel's Energy Ministry and the 
Egyptian Electricity and Energy 
Ministry will exchange knowhow on 
the use of coal in electric-power 
stations and of solar energy for 
pumping stations and sea-water de- 
salination plants. 

Arad praised the Egyptian author- 
ities for the warm reception 
accorded his group, adding that 
Israel’s ambassador in Cairo is very 
highly regarded by government lead- 
ers there. 


Four sentenced for attack on prostitute 


HAIFA (Itim). - Heavy prison sent- 
ences were banded down yesterday 
by the Haifa District Courtto four 
men found guilty of beating and 
torturing a Haifa prostitute. 


Hamudi Bedui Abbas, 32, who 
spurred and led the arrack, was given 
10 years and 8 months in prison. 
Dhar Mustafa Abu Abbas, 20. re- 
ceived seven years; Tawfik Khaled 
Abu Abbas, 20, got six years, and 
Otman Mustafa Abbas, 19, got five 
years. All were given an additional 
three years suspended. 


the men took her to a house wtiere 
they bound, beat, tortured and repe- 
atedly raped her. 

Also in Haifa, Adrian Salah 
Cna’ana, 31, from Arrabe village, 
was yesterday remanded for 10 days 
by the Haifa Magistrate’s Court on 
suspicion of molesting three girls 
aged 10-12 at the Haifa beach on 
Saturday. 


The men were charged with bru- 
tally attacking and raping a Haifa 
prostitute >last July after she com- 
plained to the Haifa police that 
Hamudi Bedui Abbas had forced her 
into prostitution. After drugging the 
woman and forcing her to retract her 
complaint at a Haifa lawyer’s office, 


The Haifa District Court yester- 
day reversed the conviction of Dr. 
Yisrael Yehuda of Zichron Ya’acov, 
a former lawyer and a teacher at the 
Menashe Regional College, for 
allegedly molesting a seven-year-old 
girl. 

The Hadera Magistrate’s Court 
had convicted Yehuda of the off- 
ence, and sentenced him to 18 
months' imprisonment and another 
18 months suspended.

The Family 
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Firebomb attackers 
get stiff sentences

Five youths from Kafr Kana in' 
Lower Galilee yesterday received 
stiff jail sentences for throwing 
Molotov cocktails at Israel Defence 
Forces vehicles. 

Although no one was hurt in the 
incidents, which took place last 
March, and no damage was caused, 
the military court trying the case 
ruled that deterrent sentences were 
in order. 

Accordingly, two of the youths 
who were found guilty of attacking 
IDF vehicles on two separate occa- 
sions were sentenced to 12 years and 
10 years in jail respectively. Four 
years of each sentence were sus- 
pended. 

Three other youths received lesser 
sentences, ranging from 18 -months 
to four years in jail. 


Terror suspected 
in murder of couple 


The policemen investigating the 
murder of Meir Ben-Yair and 
Michal Cohen, whose bodies were 
found between BeitGuvrin and Beit 
Shemesb on -June 27, now believe 
the killers were terrorists. 

The investigators had previously 
thought the motive for the murder 
was romantic. Cohen, 29, and Ben- 
Ya’ir, 35, were both married and had 
children. Cohen’s husband was held 
and questioned by the police for 24 
hours after the murder, but was then 
released. 

The investigators have deter- 
mined that the fillers used two diffe- 
rent weapons. The police also found 
Ben-Yak’s pistol and determined 
that the murderers did not use that 
gun.

Scores of income tax and value-added-tax in- 
spectors have been loaned to the Industry and 
Trade Ministry to supplement the team enforcing 
the price-freeze regulations. While serving as 
price inspectors, the Treasury workers may also 
check a vendor’s books for compliance with tax 
regulations. 

The Trade Ministry has urged all citizens to 
report any suspected violation of the freeze - 
including failure to display prices. “Only if the 
public takes an active role can we expect success in 
stabilizing prices,” a ministry official told The. 
Jerusalem Post. 

By law. every business- commercial or service- 
must furnish the ministry with a copy of its price 
list of July 1, within two weeks. David Brodet, the 


ministry deputy director-general overseeing the 
freeze, told The Post that the price lists are 
st reaming in, and their contents are being entered 
on computer for immediate reference in the event 
of complaints or spot checks by inspectors. 

Brodet said that the Justice Ministry ‘has 
approved continued operation of the seven so- 
called “rapid-justice tribunals” that deal exclo- 
- sively with price freeze violation complaints by 
munstiy inspectors. These coarts are manned by 
magistrates and supplement the regular magts-' 
trates courts. 

In Tiberias Magistrates Court last week, five 
cafe and kiosk owners were given stiff fines - f 
IS500,000 each - for overcharging, having been * 
caught during the last price freeze. All bad sold 
ice-cream cones or ice sticks for 30 to 250 shekels 
above the fixed prices. 


Distribution began yesterday of the free 33 
page booklet listing the maximum retail prices of 
hundreds of popular food and non-food house- 
hold items such as paper goods, cleaning materials 
and even some clothing items. The booklets may 
be obtained from post offices, labour councils and 
offices of the various consumers organizations. 

A national information and complaint centre to 
serve the public during the freeze opened yester 
day at Industry and Trade Ministry headquarters' 
in downtown Jerusalem. 

The centre, which is manned throughout the 
day by a staff of legal experts and supervisory 
personnel, either deals with questions on the spot 
or refers the questioner to the government agency 
that can offer tbe reply.

TEL AVIV. -The Histadrut will not 
reach an agreement with the govern- 
ment unless pi ans to pass discrimina- 
tory legislation against tbe teachers 
are dropped, Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yisrael Kessar yesterday 
promised Histadrut Teachers Union 
, Secretary-General Yitzhak Welber. 

The emergency decrees for im- 
plementing the austerity programme 
are for three months, but the 
teachers are being asked to postpone 
for a whole year benefits to which 
they would be entitled in September 
under the Etziorii commission’s re- 
commendations. This would jequfre 
legislation (since the law permits 
emergency decrees only for a max- 
imum of three months) and the His- 
tadrut agrees with the teachers that 
this legislation would be discrimina- 
tory and unacceptable. 

To those who accuse the Histadrut 
Teachers Union of having brought 
this upon themselves by announcing 
six months ago that they will volun- 


tarily postpone some of the Etzioni 
pay increases for a year in return for 
no teachers being dismissed, union 
leader Yitzhak Welber replies that 
the government now wants to take 
away the Etzioni benefits by fiat and 
also to fire teachers. 

A meeting with Education Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Navon Sunday evening 
was simply an exchange of views, 
Welber said, and did not yield any 
real progress in solving the dispute 
over teacher dismissals and Etzioni 
benefits, a dispute which had existed 
prior to the new economic program- 
me but has since been aggravated. 

Welber warned that the longer it 
will take for the government to reach 
an agreement with the teachers, the 
longer the opening of the coming 
school year will be delayed. Teacher 
placement and other planning usual- 
ly done during the summer is not 
being done, he said. 

Welber and bis colleagues also 
expressed solidarity with other pub- 
lic employees in their fight against 
arbitrary dismissals and salary cuts. 


Egged, Dan in 3 times more accidents than private buses 


Jerusalem Fust Staff. 

TEL AVIV. - Buses belonging to 
the Egged and Dan cooperatives are 
involved in more than three times as 
many accidents per kilometre 
travelled as buses belonging to pri- 
vate companies, according to a study 
published yesterday. 

The study, earned out by the Cen- 
tral Bureau of Statistics (GBI) for 


the Israel Trucking Board (TTB), 
said that in 1984 Egged and Dan 
buses were involved in 3.S3 acci- 
dents with casualties per million 
kilometres travelled. The figure for 
private buses was 1.02 accidents per 
million kilometres. 

The findings were released yester- 
day at a n ews conference held here 
by the ITB’s transport division to call 


for the dismissal of Highway Safety 
Administration head Moshe Amirav 
for allegedly telling the press that 
private buses are less safe than those 
belonging to Dan and Egged. 

Transport division head Haim 
Bechor and Yosef Goldfarb, head of - 
the Sasa tracking company, said they 
had told their attorneys to sue Amir-

Egged spokesman Gideon Talmor 
said be feared the accident statistics 
were tailor-made, according to the 
ITB’s requests to the CBI. “I can 
only guess that the reason for such a 
high rate of accidents for the bus 
cooperatives is that we carry more 
passengers than the private com- 
panies, which deal mainly in char- 
ters,” he said. He noted that even if a 
passenger slips getting off a bus, it is 
listed as a traffic accident with 
casualties.

Sri Lanka may back away 
from relations with Israel

COLOMBO (Lankanews). - Sri 
Lanka may loosen its ties with Israel 
because the unsettled situation that 
prevailed when Israeli help was cal- 
led for has changed, a high govern- 
ment source said. 

The source also said “an appreci- 
able” number of Sri Lankans have

Vandals flood Mormon 
meeting-house in Jerusalem

Unidentified vandals this 
weekend damaged the Mormon 
meeting house on Jerusalem's Nab- 
lus Road. 

Tbe vandals broke a window and 
stuck a garden hose through the 
bole, letting tbe water flood the 
premises. Dr. David Galbraith, resi- 
dent director of the M orman-run 
Brigham Young University Jeru- 
salem Centre for Near Eastern Stu- 
dies, said that it was impossible to 
tell how long the water had been 
running. He did not know the extent 
of the damage. 

Galbraith said he did not know 
whom to suspect, but be “could only 
conclude 1 ’ that the perpetrators 
were anti-missionary people. He 
noted that this was only one in a 
series of incidents that have hit 
Christian groups in the city. 

He surmised that the attack was in 
some way connected to the con- 
tinuing opposition to the building of 
a large BYU student centre on Mt. 
Scopus. But he noted that it was 
ironic that it should come at the very 
time that the Mormons were work- 
ing out a written undertaking with 
the Knesset Interior Committee that 
the centre would not be used for 
missionary activities. 

Gailbraith reiterated that the 
Mormons have no intention of seek- 
ing converts in Israel and added that 
nowhere in the world are the Jews 
targeted as a community for conver- 
sion. As for demands that the build- 
ing on Mt. Scopus be halted, he 
noted that BYU went through the 
entire legal procedure before begin- 
ning construction, including notices 
in Hatzofe, the National Religious 
Party newspaper. He did not see 
how building could be stopped now. 

In a related incident, a fragmenta- 


tion grenade of Israel Defence 
Forces manufacture was found 
yesterday in a box at the entrance to 
the Jehovah's Witnesses offices in 
Tel Aviv’s Rehov Shefer, Itim re- 
ported. 

Tbe grenade was spotted by a 
member of tbe sect, which has post- 
ed night guards at the site for fear of 
attacks. 

On Saturday, the windows at the 
sect's offices were set on fire. 

The offices are frequently the 
scene of demonstrations protesting 
against the missionary work carried 
out there. 

The police defused the grenade 
and started an investigation. 

Cinema’s show window 
torched in Jerusalem 

Unidentified arsonists set tire to a 
show window of the Edison cinema 
near the centre of Jerusalem on 
Sunday night. The fire also caused 
damage to the lobby. 

The cinema, located on the edge 
of the Geula neighbourhood, has in 
the past been the target of attacks By 
Haredim, and the police think that ' 
this last attack was carried out by 
Haredim as well. 

Tension between secular and reli- 
gious groups has mounted in the 
capital in recent days over the in- 
tended opening of the new swim- 
ming pool in Ramot on Shabbat and 
for mixed bathing, and over Haredi 
demands to close the Rehov Yam 
Suf in the Ramot Eshkol neighbour- 
hood. 

The police suspect religious ex- 
tremists were also responsible for 
setting fire to a car belonging to a 
Geula bakery owner not far from the 
Edison cinema on Saturday night.

agrees to halt 
destruction 
of surplus eggs

TEL AVIV. - Agriculture Minister 
Arye Nehamkin has agreed to a 
request by Social Affairs Minister 
Moshe Katsav to stop the destruc- 
tion of surplus eggs. Instead, the 
eggs are to be distributed to the 
needy. 

Meanwhile, the Poultry Produc- 
tion and Marketing Board is to crack 
down on the “grey egg” market, 
with a reorganized and possibly 
strengthened team of inspectors 
trying to stop the sale of eggs other 
than through the board. 

Representatives of poultry breed- 
ers from Upper Galilee moshavim 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday 
that tbe egg surplus is causing finan- 
cial crisis on their moshavim and that 
many settlements will collapse un- 
less the problem is solved. 

They agreed with Nehamkin that 
breeders should not produce more eggs 
than are needed in Israel, but stres- 
sed that many of the settlements 
have no alternative but to raise poul- 
try. 

“The government and the minis- 
try decided that poultry is the most 
suitable livelihood for us," oue 
spokesman said. “Now they must 
ensure that we can make a living this 
way.” 

The official said that the present 
quotas do not permit sufficient pro- 
duction for the moshavim. “The 
government knew this from tbe 
start, and there was an unwritten 
agreement that the settlements 
could produce beyond tbe quotas 
and that the government would turn 
a blind eye.” 

The official suggested that breed- 
ers in the central region surrender 5 
to 10 per cent of their quotas to the 
northern settlements.

Train hits truck in France* 8 dead

SAINT-PIERRE'D U- 
VAUVRAY, France (Reuter). - 
Eight persons were killed and SS 
injured when the Le Havre-Paiis 
express jumped the rails at high 
speed and careered into two houses 
in the centre of this Normandy town 
yesterday. 

The l^carriage train was travell- 
ing at ldOkph with more than 300 
passengers aboard when it smashed 
into an articulated lorry that was 
stranded on an automatic crossing in 
the town centre. 

Fust-reports by the police spoke of 
up to IS dead. But French Secretary 
of State for Transport Jean Aurora 
visited the scene and then gave re- 
porters the current figures. 


The injured included four Amer- 
icans and an unknown number of 
Britons. 

Aurora said an official inquiry 
was under way to determine how the 
truck eame to be stranded across the 
rails apparently after the automatic 
barrier was lowered 50 seconds be- 
fore the train's arrival. 

Aurora praised rescuers who 
worked most of die day to cut victims 
free from the tangled wreckage of 
the five coaches which left the rails. 

Officials said two of the dead were 
French but identification was diffi- 
cult since most of the passengers 
were wearing summer clothes and 
had no documentation on them. 

Officials from the U.S. and British 


Embassies in Paris were helping to 
identify casualties. 

There was no official explanation 
of the accident's cause, but witnesses 
said the truck apparently* became 
trapped between die c r os si ng gates. 

Ghislaine Laroche, who was out 
shopping, said the truck became 
studs on the tracks and then trapped 
between the crossing barriers which 
lowered as die train approached. 
She said the driver got out of the cab 
and tried unsuccessfully to raise the 
barriers by hand. 

Laroche said the driver climbed 
back into the cab and tried to back 
out through the barriers, but was 
blocked by a car and was able only to 
back the trailer off the tracks. 


Libya to aid Sudan, sponsor 
talks with southern rebels 


KHARTOUM, Sudan (AP). - 
Sudan has agreed to accept military 
aid from Libya but has no plans for 
entering into a strategic alliance with 
its North African neighbour, said 
Defence Minister Osman Abdallah 
Mohammed. 

He also revealed in a newspaper 
interview published yesterday that 
Libya is trying to sponsor peace talks 
between southern Sudan rebels and 
Sudan's new military-con trolled 
government. 

Mohammed said that he said 
signed a protocol setting up the new 
military cooperation during a four- 
day visit to Tripoli that ended Sun- 
day. 

Mohammed, an army major 
general, said two months ago that 
Sudan would turn to “sister and 
friendly countries” for arms because 
the U.S. was not providing promised 
weapons and spare parts. The U.S. 
State Department denied that milit- 
ary aid to Sudan had been inter- 
rupted. 

Mohammed said the Libyan pro- 
tocol covered assistance in naval and 
air defence and help in logistics, 


transport and equipment. He said it 
provides for reciprocal training in 
land, sea and air forces and sending 
personnel to each other's military 
institutes. 

On the southern rebellion for 
autonomy, Mohammed said Tripoli 
is making “personal endeavours” to 
convince renegade Sudan Army Col- 
onel John Garang to negotiate 
"under Libyan sponsorship,” the 
first public mention of such a Libyan 
initiative. Garang has refused all 
offers of negotiations from Khar- 
toum. 

The Sudanese minister said the 
Libyans reiterated that they no lon- 
ger support Garang's Sudan Peo- 
ple’s Liberation Army, but a French 
magazine quoted Ethiopian officials 
on Sunday as denying that Libyan 
aid to the rebels has stopped. They 
reportedly said Tripoli now is fun- 
nelling supplies through Ethiopia. 

Despite the new ties, Mohammed 
said, Libya “has no intention of 
forming any strategic alliance with 
Sudan or of interfering in Sudan’s 
domestic and foreign policies." 


Libya bars Egyptian workers 


BEIRUT (Renter). - The Libyan 
government has decided to ban 
Egyptians from working in Libya in 
retaliation for similar treatment of 
Libyans in Egypt, the official Libyan 
news agency Jana reported yester- 
day. 

And in a separate Jana dispatch, 
received here, Libyan leader Muam- 
mar Gaddafi was quoted as telling 
Arab rulers he would urge young 
Arabs- to destroy the "bridge” be- 
tween Egypt and Israel. 


Jana, quoting informed sources, 
said: “Since Libyans do not have the 
right to enter and work in Egypt, it 
ba$ been decided to introduce simi- 
lar treatment, and accordingly the 
Egyptians will have no right to work 
in the Jamahiriya (Libya).” It did 
not say when the ban would be 
effective. 

The number of Egyptian workers 
in Libya has been declining, but 
there axe believed to be several 
thousand still there. 


Czechs hijack 
plane to Austria 

VIENNA (Reuter). - Three young 
Czechoslovaks made a low-altitude 
flight to the West in a light plane at 
the weekend after one of them over- 
powered bos own father, who was 
piloting the aircraft, Austrian In- 
terior Ministry sources said. 

The three sought asylum in Au- 
stria while the 47-year-old father, an 
Air Force officer, was permitted to 
return to Czechoslovakia. 

According to the sources, the 19- 
year-old son, who was co-pilotmg 
the plane, overpowered his father in 
flight and flew across the border at 
an altitude of about 30 metres to 
avoid radar. 

The plane landed in a field near 
the village of Gaindoifjust inside the 
Austrian border. 

An Austrian court has started pro- 
ceedings for hijacking against the 
three, who were transferred to a 
refugee processing centre near Vien- 
na.

Bogus-dollar racket found at Australian prison 


SYDNEY, Australia (AP). — The 
police said yesterday they smashed a 
huge forgery racket at a maximum- 
security jail where prisoners were 
churning out $20 bills and fake docu- 
ments for spending sprees at Sydney 
department stores. 

Parklea inmates also produced 
prisoner discharge slips in false 
names, which were smuggled out of 
the prison and sold to collaborators 
who used them to collect welfare 
benefits. 

They also copied birth certificates 
and drivers' licences. 


The forged documents were used 
to obtain thousands of dollars worth 
of goods on credit from department 
stores, officials said. 

“It points to gross incompetence,” 
said Corrective Services Minister 
John Akister, confirming the goings 
on at Parklea Prison. 

The revelations, the latest in a 
series of scandals to plague the pris- 
on service, led to immediate opposi- 
tion calls for Akister' s resignation. 

Akister responded that an internal 
investigation into the prison racket 
began two months ago and that be 
would not quit his post. 


Akister’s department has been 
under increasing pressure to over- 
haul the prison system. Hardly a 
week passes without a prisoner fell- 
ing to return after being granted day 
release. 

Convicted rapists and murderers, 
described by authorities as extreme- 
ly dangerous, are among the 183 
convicts who have escaped since last 
July. 

Red-feced prison officials also 
read in Monday's newspapers that a 
former inmate helped design the 
prison's security system. 
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3 feared dead as victorious 
Miigabe supporters riot 


HARARE, Zimbabwe (Reuter). - 
At least three persons were feared 
dead and 600 houses in black 
townships around Harare were dam- 
aged by rampaging followers of 
Prime Minis ter Robert Mugabe's 
PF-Zann party, the national news 
agency Ziana said yesterday. 

It said the homes belonged to 
opposition supporters who had been 
told by PF-Zanu members to leave 
after the party’s landslide victory in 
last week’s general elections. 

The agency added that uncon- 
firmed reports said three persons 
had been killed during the rampage, 
which started on Saturday and con- 
tinued Sunday nig ht and yesterday. 

Meanwhile, Prime Minister 
Robert Mugabe yesterday conferred 
with key aides on the composition of 
a new government to lead Zim- 
babwe through a period of political 
change. . 

Mugabe’s victory in last week’s 
elections assured him a second five- 


year term during which he has. 
pledged to turn Zimbabwe into , a 
One-party stale. 

His new cabinet, Hkely to be 
announced later this week, is ex- 
pected by diplomats and officials 
here to be sharply shuffled and he 
has said there will be no minis terial 
posts for opposition parties. 

Mugabe won. the 1980 pre- 
independence elections with si of 
the 100 seats in parliament and his 
party increased that total to © in last 
week’s poll. 

The main opposition party -of 
Joshua Nkomo, whose seats were 
cut from 20 to 13, was represented in 
the cabinet from 1980 until last 
November, when its last two minis- 
ters were sacked following political 
killin gs the government blamed on 
opposition party supporters. 

Two ministers in the outgoing 
cabinet were white, but both are 
politically non-aligned and are ex- 
pected to be reappointed. 


2 blacks die in S. Africa riots 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). - Two 
more blacks were kflied yesterday in 
rioting and the police confirmed that 
their men killed three blacks on 
Friday in a towxship east of Johan- 
nesburg. 

In addition, a woman died in a car 
crash with a riot vehicle on Friday, 
police said. 

A planned general strike in Dndu- 
za yesterday to protest against the 
police actions faded to take place. 
Residents were reported to be afraid 
of jeopardizing their jobs. 

Police headquarters in Pretoria 
said a black man was shot dead at 
Steynsburg in the northeastern Cape 
Province when a crowd set alight 
government offices. In Ho wick, a 
small town in Natal Province where 
blacks have been locked in a labour 


dispute, a black crowd attacked 
another group and killed a black 
man, the statement said. 

Residents in Duduza township, 
where police staged a swoop Friday 
to round up suspected rioters, said 
they believed at least six were killed 
and that dozens of other black 
youths were held in temporary jails 
surrounded by rolls of barbed wire. 

After declining comment since 
Friday on the Duduza situation, a 
police statement yesterday after- 
noon said police used birdshot to 
disperse crowds of rock-throwing 
blacks in several cases, fatally 
wounding three men. A black 
wo man was also killed when a car 
crashed into an armoured vehicle on 
not duty in the township, the state- 
ment said. 


Soviet official speaks out for detente 


MOSCOW (AP). - A senior official 
yesterday said the Soviet Union is 
“firmly for revival of the process of. 
detente” and wishes to use tins to 
move “to a reliable and comprehen- 
sive system of international secur- 
ity." 

Writing in the Communist Party 
daily Provda, Lev Tolkhunov, chair- 
man of one of the two houses of the 
Soviet parliament, reviewed East- 
West relations in Europe over the 10 
years since the Helsinki final act was 
signed in 1973. 

His stress on the need for detente 
was consistent with several recent 
statements by Soviet media and offi- 
cials, including the party leader 


Mikhail Gorbachev. 

Tolkhunov noted many examples 
of -East-West cooperation in the past 
decade bat blamed the U.S. and its 
Nato allies, particularly West Ger- 
many, for continued military con- 
frontation. 

Despite this. Tolkhunov said, 
“the Soviet Union is firmly for reviv- 
al of the process of detente . 

“It believes that detente is not the 
ultimate end of the policy, but only 
the necessary and transient stage 
from the world which is bending 
under the brunt of weapons to a 
reliable and comprebenstve system 
of international security.” 


New bid seen for Cyprus settlement 


NICOSIA (AP). - Cypriot president 
Spyros Kyprianou flew to Athens 
yesterday for consultations with 
Greek Premier Andreas Papan- 
dreou, amidst local press reports of 
an accelerated drive for a settlement 
of the problem of the divided island. 

Political observers attached more 
ttam ordinary significance to the 
forthcoming meeting as this is the 
second time in three weeks that 
Kyprianou is visiting Athens for 
talks with Papandreou. 

Observers pointed out this comes 
in the wake of last week’s swing 
through the region by special U.S. 


envoy Richard Haas. 

After separate talks in Nicosia 
with Kyprianou and the Turkish 
Cypriot leader, Rauf Denitash 
Haas, the S tate department’s coordi- 
nator on Cyprus, also visited Athens 
and Ankara for talks with Greek and 
Turkish government officials. 

Cyprus government spokesman 
Elias Georgaides denied Haas had 
carried fresh U.S. proposals to facili- 
tate a settlement of the problem 
created by the Turkish invasion of 
Cyipus in 1974. Turkish Cypriots 
have set up their own state in the 
north, but only Ankara has recog- 
nized it. 


Sikhs plead not guilty in Gandhi killing 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). - Three 
Sikhs pleaded not guilty yesterday to 
charges of taking part in the murder 
of Indira Gandhi, who was gunned 
down outside her home last Octo- 
ber. 

Twenty-two-year-old Satwant 
Singh, wearing a blue turban, lis- 
tened impassively from a bullet- 
proof glass cubide in Delhi’s top 
security Tfliar Prison as Judge Mah- 
esh Chandra charged him with 
murdering the prime minister. 

Two other Sikhs, Balbir Singh and 
Kehar Singh, were charged with con- 
spiring to murder Gandhi. 

A fourth Sikh, Beant Singh, who 
was reported to have been shot dead 


by security forces shortly after the 
assassination, was also mentioned in 
the charges, which carry penalties of 
life imprisonment or death. 

"You Satwant Singh and deceased 
Beaut Singh in furtherance of your 
common intentions did an act, to wit 
on October 31, 1984 at 9.10 a.m. atl 
- Safdarjung Road, New Delhi com- 
mitted the murder of Indira Gandhi, 
then prime minister of India, by 
shooting her down with your service 
firearms, that is, a carbine and revol- 
ver,” Chandra said. 

The prosecution is expected to call 
the first four of its 144 witnesses 
today. 


Italians seek Turk’s extradition for trial 


ROME (Reuter). - The court inves- 
tigating an alleged plot to kill Pope 
John Paul yesterday decided to ask 
Turkey to extradite defendant Bekir 
Celenk, unexpectedly released and 
sent home by Bulgaria at the 
weekend. 

Celenk, 30, alleged to have hired 
Tur kish gunman Mehmet AH Agca 
to shoot the pope, was in the hands 
of Turkish security authorities after 
arriving from Sofia on Sunday. 

Agca, who has provided most of 
the evidence against four Turks and 

three Bulgarians accused of being his 

fellow conspirators, refused to 
attend the trial today in protest over 
Bulgaria's decision to send Celenk to 
Turkey, not Italy. 


Agca. 27, serving a life sentence 
for shooting and wounding the pope 
in St- Peter’s Square on May 13, 
1981, has alleged that Bulgarian and 
Soviet diplomats masterminded the 
alleged plot. 

According to Agca, Celenk was 
the conspiracy paymaster. He had 
lived in Bulgaria under house arrest 
once 1980. 

The Bulgarian news agency BTA 
said he had. been allowed to leave 
Sofia because Bulgarian authorities 
found “no proof of any participation 
by Celenk in the attempt cm -the 
pope.”

- Citing one of many examples, 
Manheim tells about orders for the 
same supplies made by the Swedish 
Village andJEI. The JEI order cost 
$54 and was filled in two weeks; fee 
Swedish Village order cost $200 and 


took six months. 

JEI was established last year fol- 
lowing more than two years of con- 
tacts between the Ministry of Labour 
and- Social Affair s., the Jerusalem 
Municipality and Akim on the one 
Jund, and Elwyn-U.S. Ministry offi- 


cials visited Elwyn institutions in 
search of ways to provide better care 
at less cost. 

In February 1984, JEI began by 
talcing over the management of two 
marginally functioning sheltered 
workshops for the mentally hand- 


icapped, the ministry's Ma'as and 
Akim’s Beit Ha'ariga. The work- 
shops were combined and are now 
housed in JEI's headquarters in an 
abandoned elementary school in 
Kiiyat Yovel. 

The building was provided rent- 


free by the municipality, but JEI 
paid for $200,000 worth of renova- 
tions. The Kiryat Hayovel facility 
trains 125 adults. 

Elwyn el Kuds, a smaller facility 
for 25 adults, opened last month in 
the Old City and is the first such 


institution to serve the city's Arab 
residents. 

JEI aims to teach workshop clients 
to be as self-sufficient as possible. 
They generally travel on their own to 
the workshop and do real jobs - 
anything from assembling electrical 
components for a large manufactur- 
er and furniture for government 
ministries to sniffing envelopes for 
the income tax authorities. 

All participants are tested before 
being assigned to vocational training 
programmes according to their abili- 
ties. 

In addition. JEI prorides adult 
education programmes, family 
counselling, recreation activities 
and, perhaps most important, job 
placement and follow-up services. 

JEI's first task at the Swedish 
Village will be the construction of a 
comprehensive rehabilitation cen- 
tre. The two-storev facility will in- 
clude a diagnostic unit, sheltered 
workshops, vocational training and 
independent living centres, an adult 
education facility ? dining and admi- 
nistrative areas. 

The organization will seek con- 
tributions in the U.S. and Israel to 
pay the S2.5 million bill. Construc- 
tion of the centre is to begin early 
next year, whether or not a manage- 
ment agreement is reached. 

Ministry Director-General Zvi 
Zilker says the government's offer 
hinges on Histadrut deliberations on 
whether Swedish Village employees 
will remain civil servants affiliated 
with the Histadrut and retain senior- 
ity and pension rights. 

JEI is patiently awaiting a Histad- 
rut decision. “We have no pre- 
conceived positions, no pre- 
conditions," says Manheim. “We'll 
judge the offer on its merits. We 
respond to invitations. We accept if 
the humanitarian needs demand 
this."

, MANY READERS have asked for 
hints abour flower arranging. Just 
one article on this theme is like a 
drop of water in fee ocean, but 
nevertheless fee following may shed 
some enlightenment generally and 
encourage fee hesitant to dabble in 
this art form. 

Man's use of flowers as a means of 
decoration seems to be as old as fee 
recorded history of civilization. One 
ancient tradition has gripped the, 
imagination of modem society -ike- 
bana. 

More than 1,000 years ago, 
Chinese monks of the Sung Dynasty 
(960-1279) decorated their temples 
with flowers and branches. Under 
the growing influence of Buddhism, 
even heads of state temporarily re- 
treated to monasteries to live in 
harmony with nature and occupied 
themselves wife prayers and medita- 
tion. There fee art of using flowers 
Md.ptant^btftncbes-for decoration 
was born and spread rapidly to all 
the provinces of fee gigantic Chinese 
empire. After fee occupation of Chi- 
na by the Mongols in 1279, Buddhist 
monks fled to Japan and brought the 
art of ikebana with them. At first it 
was fee property of fee- aristocrats 
and samurais, but gradually passed, 
down to the people at large. 

Ikebana still flourishes with many 
books and magazines being pub- 
lished to promote its practice. In 
Japanese high schools it is erne of fee 
obligatory art subjects, together 
with drawing and painting. 

There are many ikebana schools in 
Europe and America. One of the 
most famous is the German Ikebana 
Academy in Cologne. In Israel, too, 
ikebana is popular. 

Years ago, I decided to attend a

Histadrut seminar in Jerusalem on 
ikebana, promoted as being taught 
by a Japanese expert. When I .appeal- 
ed for fee first dass, I was directed to 
“go up to fee second floor, room 12- 
Mrs. Epstein will be pleased to 
accept you.” There indeed a smiling 
Japanese woman in a kimono 
greeted me in Hebrew. Later I 
learned that she had become an 
Israeli and Mrs. Epstein by mar- 
riage. 

Every pupil had to bring his own 
containers and sponges, flowers, 
plant branches and a pair of 
secateurs. Mrs. E. went from desk to 


desk, improving fee works of her 
students by catting or adding bran- 
ches; fee gave each creation fee final 
touch. This seminar of practical 
work and reading several books on 
ikebana helped me to become famil- 
iar with this art, and I introduced it 
to my horticulture classes at the 
Rehavia Gymnasium. Ikebana was 
studied and practised by hundreds of 
my pupils. Occasionally when I meet 
some of them, they tell me that they 
still practise flower arranging.- 1 be- 1 
fieve that ikebana is a satisfying 
hobby for lifetime. 

Fundamental styles. Many styles 


of ikebana have emerged. The fun- 
damental ones are known as moriba- 
na (for shallow containers) and 
nageire (for vase arrangements). As 
in die case of music or painting, only 
by earnest study and frequent prac- 
tice can one master fee “secret" of 
the art. In my opinion, the moribana 
style is good for beginners, because 
it is the easiest one to learn. 

Containers. First one must choose 
a suitable container. Flat plates both 
round and square, which are espe- 
cially designed for flower arrange- 
ments, are offered by local florists. 
A cheaper and more individual solu- 
tion is to study carefully the objects 
in your home with the idea of con- 
sidering their possible suitability for 
holding flowers: a plate, an old pan 
or cooking pot, a nice round candy 
bowl, a piece of an old tea service no 
longer in use, a wide ashtray,' a 
flowerpot saucer, etc. The material 
■fee_CQQtaxner is made-frtnn is. not 
important. It may be wood, clay, 
porcelain, metal or plastic. The col- 
our, however, should be in harmony 
with fee flowers. 

“Oasis” sponges. Years ago a 
“kenzan” spike was used to position 
flowers and branches. Today every 
flower arranger uses fee so-called 
“oasis” bricks, made of synthetic, 
dried, green foam. Wife fee old 
system, you couldn’t place branches 
in fee front ' or at fee sides of fee 
arrangement. The sponge system re- 
moved this obstacle. All stems can 
also be inserted much more easily 
than in the spike system. 

Soak fee sponge for a quarter of 
an hour before using it. With an 
ordinary kitchen knife, you can easi- 
ly cut fee brick into pieces according 
to the size of fee container. A dis- 
advantage, in comparison to the 


“kenzan." however, is that the 
“oasis" brick can be used just 2 or 3 
times, while the metal spike is dur- ' 
able, offering unlimited use. 

Secateurs. A sharp pair of 
secateurs (masmera in Hebrew) is 
needed to cut flowers and branches. 

1 Three symbols. The longest main 
branch or stem is called shin, mean- 
ing heaven. The second one, of 
medium length, is called soe - the 
man. The lowest one the Japanese 
call hikae - fee earth. To «>tji line of 
shin, soe or- hikae, supplementary 
stems and branches may be added. 
All of them can be arranged either 
straight (upright), diagonal or nearly 
horizontal. 

All flowers arranged may come 
from fee same plant and be of fee 
same colour, or from different plants 
and wife different colours. In fee 
latter case, care should be taken to 
yield a suitable colour combination. 

IKEBANA is not the only system for 
flower arranging. A single, beautiful 
rose may provide an excellent indoor 
decoration. And, of course, when 
you have to arrange table and buffet 
decorations for a marriage, a bar 
mitzva or other family celebration, 
ikebana won't do. In g randma ’^ day it 
was sufficient to buy some roses, 
carnations or gladioli and to spread 
them out in a vase. Today every 
housekeeper knows that to get the 
best effect, flowers must be 
arranged. This satisfying job i& often 
done by men. 

Use a stand and fix a whole 
“oasis” brick, or sometimes even 
two, to it with wire. Then take into 
consideration whether your arrange- 
ment should be visible from different 
directions. If so, put longer stems 
like gladioli, roses or dahlias, in the 


centre and smaller flowers in the 
periphery of the arrangement. 

Try to hide the sponge with small 
branches of greenery, like ruskus. 
asparagus, pine branches, etc. 

In decorating a table for a conven- 
tion with speakers and a rostrum 
make the arrangement low enough 
so the people on the stage can see the 
audience and vice-versa. For festive 
occasions, you can attach a flower 
arrangement to a pillar or a pergola 
and even place it in a hanging basket. 

Flowers from your own garden. 
The growing conditions in my little 
garden are for from optimal. All of 
my garden is in shade or half-shade; 
the ground is rocky and poor: and 
both frost in winter and heat in 
summer are felt more in Jerusalem 
than in many other places in the 
country. Even with these obstacles, I 
have my own flowers all the year 
round, and enough for several flow- 
er arrangements a week, ■ without 
banning the effect of my balcony- 
boxes and flower beds. 

I mention all this to demonstrate 
that even with bad or poor garden 
conditions you can find a way to 
grow and to arrange your own flow- 
ers. 

When blooms are rare in winter, 
evergreen branches and berry-laden 
stems may be used for decoration. 
There are unlimited possibilities. 
Seed pods from poppies, montbretia 
and lunaria also fit well into flower- 
less arrangements. 

Prolonging the beauty of flowers. 
Sometimes flowers wilt a short time 
after they have been arranged. A 
way to avoid this is to give the 
flowers and living branches a long, 
deep drink before arranging them. 
Remitting steins under water also 
avoids early wilting. 


Woody stems like those of roses, 
chrysanthemum, dahlia, hydrangea 
or poinsettia may be held ld boiling 
water for a few seconds before being 
inserted into a vase or a moist 
“oasis." One of fee main causes of 
early wilting is feat an air bubble 
may form in the stem when the 
flower is cut, preventing fee flow of 
water from the stem end to the 
bloom. By cutting the stem under 
water a little higher, this prevents a 
bubble from forming, and the flow of 
water will reach the flower. - This 
happens usually half an hour after 
the flowers have been fixed in their 
containers. 

Quite the most important factor in 
helping flowers to live longer is feat 
both fee containers and the water 
should be dean. Never use water 
that is too cold or too warm. Rooom 
temperature is best. Renew the wa- 
ter daily. . . 

‘Pour a glass of tepidtapwaterd.Yjir 
the “oasis" sponge. Always. wash 
containers after use and rinse fee 
sponge if you intend to use it again. 
Make sure that the portion of stem 
feat is to go into the sponge is 
stripped of foliage. Most leaves be- 
gin to decompose once they are 
immersed, and this speeds up bacte- 
rial activity and wilting. 

Flowers respond to some form of 
plant food in water. I never follow 
the often recommended practice of 
using honey, salt, sugar or aspirin, 
but some easy soluble plantfood like 
20-20-20 may be added to the water 
when moistening the sponges. 

Once flowers have been arranged, 
it should not be necessary to disturb 
them again until the decoration is 
changed. In hot rooms, many flow- 
ers and leaves benefit by a light spray 
of clean, room-temperature water. 
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THOUGH Prof. Ze’ev (Venya) 
Hadari belongs to the nuclear en- 
gineering department of Ben- 
Gurion University of fee Negev, he 
steps out of hisifield, and into his- 
tory, in a recently published, rather 
massive bit of research, Plitim 
Menatzhim hnperia (Refugees De- 
feating a Great Power). 

The thesis of his book is that 
70,000 Holocaust survivors who 
came to Palestine illegally (or tried 
to) during fee final years of fee 
British Mandate were instrumental 
in giving the British second thoughts 
about staying. Hadari was second in 
command to Shaul Avigur, wbo 
headed the illegal immigrations 
efforts in Europe, and spent the war 
years and .later in Turkey and . 
France, trying to organize boats to 



force 
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ferry survivors to the Promised 
Land. 

His book indudes 1,200 previous- 
ly unpublished items, including a 
letter from then Foreign Secretory 
Ernest Bevin to fee British Admiral- 
ty the day before fee November 29, 
1947 UN vote on the Partition Plan. 


In it Bevin refers to 64 clashes wife 
boats of illegal immigrants and notes 
that publication of these incidents 
would “tend to advertise this move- 
ment and those doing it will be 
looked upon as heroes defeating a 
great power.” . 

The illegal immigration may not 
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have been the only reason why the 
British left Palestine, says Hadari, 
but “it helped greatly.” 

: Hadari tells in his book bow the 
post-liberation French helped Holo- 
caust survivors by turning a blind eye 
Ion forged documents. 

‘ From 1946 on, as the pressure 
from displaced persons stranded 
homeless in Europe increased, ,l we 
had to work more intensively and 
started larger boats,'’ says 

Hadari. “Of course we knew feat 
some would be caught After all, it's 
inconceivable that 38 British 
warships along the coast would fail 
to notice these vessels. 

“The more we ’accomplished, the 
more there was pressure on us, as 
refugees started streaming to fee 
ports from which we set sail.’’ 

The people-smuggling operations 
made fighting-people out of the 
DPs, says the white-haired profes- 
sor. “The Exodus is a good example 
of this. Women refused to go on 
shore to give birth under better con- 
ditions, preferring instead to remain 
aboard ship, along with all the rest. 
Public opinion was swayed by that, 
and I believe it was these women 
. who won that battle.” 

BEERSHEBA MAYOR Eliahu 
Navi, a former major in the IDF 
intelligence corps, is considered an 
expert on Arab psychological war- 
fare and is much sought after as 
speaker overseas. After 22 years on 
the job in the desert capital, it’s small 
wonder that he replies in the affirma- 
tive. 

This spring he was in Scandinavia 
talking about the emancipation of 
. Israeli Arab women and in France to 
talk about water pollution. He has 
also spoken on another theme. 

Navi believes feat the land desert 
and the Eastern Mediterranean 
Basin, which he calls a “maritime 
desert,” have much in common: lit- 
tle rainfall - little nourishment and 
little wealth. 

Peace, too, connot come to the sea 
until it comes to the land. Navi says, 
adding that regional planning is of 
fee utmost importance in water eco- 
nomy and management. Regional 
cooperation is needed for good 
ficliing and for good agriculture.

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IMF chief says U.S. budget 
deficits hurt global economy 


Levy working 
to ease mortgages 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF) 
managing director Jacques de Laro- 
sifcre said last week the huge U.S- 
budget deficit must be reduced be- 
cause it threatens the international 
economic system. 

He said the U.S. deficit was being 
financed by savings from overseas 
and suggested these funds might be 
more properly used in other ways. 

"Capital flowing into the U.S. at a 
rate in excess of 5100 billion a year 
does nor. under the present condi- 
tions. represent a desirable alloca- 
tion of global savings and is unlikely 
to be sustainable over the medium 
term.** he told a United Nations 
group. 

The U.S. House of Representa- 
tives and the Senate are locked in 
debate over how best to pare $56b. 


from the deficit, expected next year 
to exceed $225 billion. 

He said that foreign capital had 
been attracted by the strong U.S. 
economy as well as a reduced rate of 
inflation, and this had helped keep 
the dollar veiy strong. 

He added that foreign investment 
represented as much as one sixth of 
the net savings of the rest of die 
world, and “could have longer-term 
consequences for the U.S. and for 
the world economy as a whole.” 

De Larosiere said the strong dol- 
lar had punished America’s export 
industries and helped fuel protec- 
tionist pressures there. 

Public expenditures represent ab- 
out 35% of Gross National Product 
in the U.S., while they were nearly 
50% in Europe, with the ratio in 
certain countries significantly high- 
er, he said.

Israeli bromines at Liverpool Freeport 


Jordan gets $250m. loan from 27 banks 


BAHRAIN (Reuter). - Jordanian 
Finance Minister Hanna Odeh 
yesterday signed an agreement for a 
S215 million loan to hfs country from 
a group of 27 international banks. 

Arab Bank Limited, which 
arranged the eight-year loan, said it 
was increased in size from the origi- 
nally planned $2Q0m. because of the 
good reception it received from 
banks. 

The loan is Jordan's first major 
international borrowing in almost a 
year. Last July, it raised $150m. for 
seven years from a group of 20 
banks. 


The new loan carries interest at 1/2 
percentage point over London Inter- 
bank rates for four years and 5/8 
point over for the remainder. There 
is a grace period of four years. 

Bankers said they expected Jor- 
dan's need for foreign loans to in- 
crease in the next year or two.

MOSCOW (Reuter). - The ruling 
Soviet politburo has approved pay 
increases to some medical staff in a 
bid to improve health care, the offi- 
cial news agency Tass said Friday. 

It did not say how much the pack- 
age would amount to, but said it 
would apply to surgeons, some doc- 
tors, junior nurses and operating 
theatre staff. 

Traditionally dominated by 
women, these jobs are among the 
lowest paid in the country, with 
some doctors receiving as little as 
150 rubles ($180) a month after eight 
years of study. 

Low pay is cited as a main cause 
for disaffection in the profession and 
a service that ex-patients and even 
press articles describe as poor. 
Although priority is given to an 
extensive and. free health care sys- 
tem, western experts say that what is 
available to the mass of people foils 
way behind ideals. 

Pay increases to medical staff fol- 
low a 30-35% rise announced last 
year in another traditionally low- 
paid sector, teaching, also domin- 
ated by women.

Canada tightens S. Africa trade rules 


Diamond exports 
rise 11% in first half 


TEL AVIV. - Diamond exports are 
expected to increase by at least 20% 
in carats this year, according to 
Moshe Schnitzer, president of the 
Israel Diamond Exchange. 

Half-year figures for the trade 
reveal sales of $580.7 million, com- 
pared to $521m. for the Januaty- 
Jtine period of 1984, or an 11% 
increase in value. June exports were 
$90.9m., up by 15% over the same 
month last year. 


OTTAWA (Reuter). - Canada has 
tightened the rules for companies 
doing business with South Africa to 
reflect what officials say is a “rising 
tide of revulsion” against apartheid, 
the country’s system of racial seg- 
regation. 

“The fundamental changes in 
South Africa we had hoped for dur- 
ing the past quarter-century have not 
come about,” External Affairs 
Minister Joe Clark told reporters 
Sunday following a meeting of Cana- 
da's inner cabinet 

The measures include restrictions 
on the sale of computer equipment 
to South African police and a ban on 
aims imports. 

But the thrust of the cabinet 
move, according to dark and other 
officials, will be to persuade Cana- 
dian firms operating in South Africa 
to comply with a 1978 voluntary code 
which set standards for equal treat- 
ment of black workers in the white- 
ruled country. 

The so-called Canadian “code of 
conduct” is similar to the Sullivan 
principles adopted by hundreds of 
U.S. companies doing business with 
-Pretoria. 

Other measures include dropping 
export assistance for companies

and regular carriers goes on

TEL AVIV.'. - Some 45% of the 
charter flights to Israel have been 
canceled in the last ten days because 
there -an not enough passengers to 
make them profitable, Menahem 
Laufer, who represents several char- 
ter operators here, said last week. 

Laufer was talking to The Jeru- 
salem Post after meeting Transport 
Munster Harm Corfu in art attempt 
to get him to ease some regulations- 
and enable charter operators to fill 
with Israelis up to 15% .of the seats 
ob their planes: According to cur- 
rent regulations a charter airline 
flying along a scheduled carrier’s 
route may carry either Israelis or 
foreigners, but not mix the two cate- 
gorips- 

Senior officials in eightBritish and 
Dutch charter afriiries flew here for 


the meeting with Corfu. 

They argued that they must have 
an especially higfr' load -factor, bo- 
- Ca in*** flying here costs more than 
flying to Egypt and Cypres, for ex- 
ample. There are no landing fees in 
Cairo and foe! there .costs only 81 
cents a gallon, compared with $1-51 
here, Laufer said. 

Corfu said he would consider their 
plea. He wiO, however, also take 
into account the pressure the sche- 
duled carriers have been applying to 
uphold those regulations. The sche- 
duled carriers had cabled him before 
the meeting that the pressure by 
charter companies is applied only by 
a group of “small and opportunistic 
operators,” trying to enter the mar- 
ket by using uncontrolled and spor- 
adic cuts in prices, rather than by 
long-term investments in promoting 
Israel as a tourism destination. 


Siemens expects its profits to surge 


BERLIN (Reuter). - West Ger- 
many’s biggest electronics group, 
Siemens, said yesterday it was on ’ 
target for record sales and profit 
again tins year, helped by booming 
exports and final payments on Ger- 
man nuclear power plants. 

Chairman Karlheinz Kaske told a 
news conference that worldwide tur- 
nover should rise by just under 20% 
and profits by over 20% in the cur- 
rent financial year, which ends on 
September 30. 

Foreign demand for the com- 
pany’s products, ranging from semi- 


conductor components to auto- 
mated office systems, rose 18% in 
the first eight months of the financial 
year. 

Final payments on three nuclear 
power plants now completed in West 
Germany helped boost Siemens 
sales figures in the first eight months 
of 1984/85 by 37%, compared with 
the same period a year earlier. 


In 1983/84 Siemens, the world's 
29th- biggest industrial firm, made a 
record after-tax profit of 1.07 billion 
marks ($357 million).

Since March 1983, the Saudis had 
held the role of “swing producer” in 
the group, meaning they would raise 


or lower their output to balance 
Opec supply with demand. 

But during the latest meeting 
Yamani declared that his country no 
longer felt obliged to play that role, 

. which had cost it billions of dollars in 
oil revenues. Saudi production has 
fallen to a 20-year low of about 2 
mffli nn barrels a day. 

Yamani said yesterday he did not 
expect Saudi production to rise signi- 
ficantiy before the Opec ministers 
gather again in Geneva bn July 22 to 
try once more to agree on concrete 
measures for propping up prices. 

He said the break-up of the latest 
meeting 1 “means nothing” to Saudi 
production policy for the weeks 
leading up to the next conference. 

In their Vienna talks, the minis- 
ters bad accepted in principle a plan 
that would automatically raise or 
lower the Opec production ceiling to 
adjust for seasonal changes in de- 
mand for the group’s oil, conference 
president Subroto said. 

“The principle was accepted, but 
when you come up to figures, then 
there are the differences of views 
among the various delegations,” be 
said. 

Subroto said the minis ters would 
try again at their next meeting to 
agree on what he called a “floating” 
production ceiling. 'Hie current 
Opec c eiling of 16 million barrels a 
day was set last October, and it 
cannot be changed without unani- 
mous approval of the ministers.

New lease-back hotel in TA.

The newest thing on the tourist 
scene this year is the ■ Yamit Hotel, 
.the country’s first luxury hostelry 
which consists solely of suites in- 
tended for long-term occupancy. 

Of the 60 units in the building, 
which stretches from Rehov Hayar- 
kon to Rehov Ben- Yehuda on the 
Tel Aviv beachfront, 20 have been 
sold to foreign residents for prices 
ranging from $150,000 for two rooms 
to $1 million for the spacious rooftop 
penthouse. Another seven are avail- 
able on a lease-back basis, which 
gives the owner the right of occupan- 
cy for only one month a year. 

Prices for the suites, which all 
contain a kitchenette, range from 


S70 a day for at least a month's 
occupancy. The hotel, which was 
built by Solel Boneh and private 
investors from South Africa, is man- 
aged by the Prosperity Management 
Co. , with Boris Ivesha as manager. 

According to sales manager Tulin 
Weinberg, the hotel will appeal to 
holiday-makers, businessmen In 
Israel for extended periods and the 
foreign embassies, whose staff often 
spend long periods here before find- 
ing permanent housing. For obser- 
vant Jews the hotel has a synagogue 
. and Shabbat elevators. Guests who 
keep kosher receive a new set of 
dishes. 

Owners pay an annual mainte- 
nance fee of $800 per room.

Shares are thundering on 


TEL AVIV. -The share market rose 
in all its sectors yesterday - both 
“free" and "arrangement” shares 
participating in the ongoing boom. 
Nevertheless, the market has 
reached a point where many obser- 
vers felt the next move most be 
toward profit-taking, even if the up- 
swing is resumed thereafter. 

In the bond market, the pressure 
eased on doDar-linked bonds, in line 
with the appearance of demand for 
“arrangement” doUar-Knked shares, 
while index-linked bonds continued 
to plough ahead. This constant rise 
in index-linked bonds is beginning to 
puzzle some analysts, who feel that 
these bonds are now overvalued and 
have no economic justification for 
further rises. This is so even if allo- 
wance is made for the wave of infla- 
tion that will be reflected in the price 
index still to be published. 

The volume in the bond market 
hardly dropped yesterday, com- 
pared to Sunday, indicating that the 
mutual funds and banks are still 
engaged in diversifying their port- 
folios. 

The bond market is almost entire- 
ly dominated by institutional inves- 
tors, and hence is a very professional 
market. Notwithstanding this fact, 
the analysts quoted above claim that 
the market has pushed index-linked 
bonds into a position of relative 
inferiority, compared to dollar- 
linked bonds. 

The initial reaction to this assess- 
ment began to be felt yesterday, 
when dollar-Unked bonds stabilized 
or rose. In the “arrangement” sec- 
tor, too, prices began to recover and 
much of the sharp decline in prices

suffered on Sunday was regained 
yesterday. Yields on the quasi-bonds 
fell to around 17%, after reaching 
19% on the previous day - the high- 
est level since January this year. 

In the background, the flood of 
money out of patam accounts is 
continuing and the banks are 
flooded with shekels, causing in- 
terest rates on tapas and pakam 
deposits to fall almost daily. 

A small pan of this money is being 
directed at the share market, and the 
narrow base of this market is suffi- 
cient to cause sharp rises across the 
board. Yesterday these continued, 
but with far less intensity than on 
Sunday. Although the advance/ 
decline ratio remained lopsidedly 
upward-oriented, the non-bank in- 
dex rose by only 2.38% . and most of 
its main components gained by simi- 
lar margins. 

By' comparison, the “arrange- 
ment” bank index yesterday rose 
6.40% - the same amount that the 
non-bank index managed on Sun- 
day, when the “arrangement” issues 
dropped sharply. 

In view of these statistics, the 
chance of a bout of profit-taking 
must be considered quite strong, 
particularly as the fate of the econo- 
mic policy as a whole is far from 
clear, and - more important to the 
capital market - the rate of devalua- 
tion may begin to move again within 
the next few days.

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An emergency compromise? 

THE SUMMIT TALKS between Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres, Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i and Histadrat 
Secretary-General Yisrael Kessar appear to have turned into a 
dialogue between the deaf and the mute. 

The positions of the government and the Histadrut are poles 
apart. That is not only because the cut in real wages on which 
the government insists is much more than the Histadrut. can 
accept and defend before the individual unions and works 
committees. If that were the only disagreement between the 
two sides, it could, as always, be narrowed down by hard 
bargaining. The existing differences go much deeper: they 
reflect a lack of communication with respect to the necessary 
premises of an economic stabilization programme. 

In this circumstance, a paper compromise might do nothing 
but recreate the dispute soon with a vengeance. 

Mr. Kessar is not merely trying to reduce the cut in real wages 
implied by the government's programme. He is fighting to 
maintain the system of wage agreements with their cost-of- 
living provision, of forty years standing. He invokes the law of 
contract and free wage bargaining, and he wants the govern- 
ment to renounce its planned recourse to emergency regula- 
tions designed to suspend the cost-of-living provisions. 

Yet suspended they must be if a freeze on wages and prices is 
to hold. This twin freeze can only hold, moreover, if it is 
synchronized, because the time lag involved in the cost-of- 
living agreements has the result that, when price rises slow 
down, workers continue to be compensated for the higher 
inflation of the past, so that unless this hump of wage increases 
is eliminated a new round of price inflation is built into any 
government-decreed price freeze. 

True, the waiver of compensation for past inflation is a 
hardship, because very many workers were forced to finance 
the erosion of their pay packets by overdrafts or credit from the 
neighbourhood grocery. But a real stabilization programme 
must let bygones definitely be bygones. 

If Mr. Kessar does not realize that or. if he realizes it but 
cannot admit or accept it, the stabilization programme is 
doomed. The Histadrut proposals of once again letting the 
exchange rate, prices and wages move in tandem, at the 
“comfortable" rate of 5 per cent a month, are an invitation to 
disaster. If these proposals are, as reported, based on the 
advice of Professors Assaf Razin and Elhanan Helfmann of Tel 
Aviv University, then theirs is bad economic advice. 

But if Mr. Kessar has apparently not realized what is 
indispensible for a stabilization programme. Finance Minister 
Yitzhak Moda'i keeps understating, to the point of outright 
falsehood, the wage erosion implied by the government's 
programme. Mr. Moda'i insists that wages will be eroded by no 
more than 7 per cent - and he would be close to the truth if he 
would make dear that this refers only to the first month of the 
wage-price freeze. But with wages frozen, after the one-time 
compensation to be paid sometime this month, the erosion of 
wages would go on because inflation will not, according to the 
Treasury's own predictions, stop at once. 

The Ministry of Industry and Trade has only now sent out 
questionnaires to producers requiring them to supply their 
price lists as of the beginning of July. This procedure is a blatant 
invitation to the same kind of price padding that preceded the 
first package deal. But even if producers do not take advantage 
of the opportunity how long will it take before the mails deliver 
the notices to producers: how long before they are fed into the 
computer and reemerge as maximum price lists? 

If the finance minister misleads the public - possibly because 
he has been supplied doctored data - with respect to the real 
wage erosion, the prime minister keeps deluding himself that a 
wage cut is an alternative to unemployment. That may be true 
in the public service, where it is possible, up to a point, to have 
more employees with lower wages, or fewer employees with 
higher wages. But elsewhere lower real wages and lower 
consumption inevitably entail unemployment. 

It would be crying over spilt milk to say that stabilization and 
particularly the synchronization of a freeze on wages and prices 
could have been had earlier with less agony. The government's 
stabilization programme is wbat we have for now, and it must 
be made to succeed. To that end, the Histadrut must voluntari- 
ly waive wage compensation for past inflation, not only for now 
but permanently, and the government must realize that the 
wage erosion it has planned has far overshot the mark. 

These are the two elements for a last-minute accord between 
the government and the Histadrut. 

The convenient culprit 

IT HAS LONG been customary for government leaders in this 
country to blame television for the failure of official policies to 
win deserving popular endorsement. It is, however, distressing 
to find Prime Minister Shimon Peres, too, falling into this rut. 

Mr. Peres is admittedly facing a serious problem. Despite all 
his, and the finance minister's, earnest efforts, the economic 
austerity programme is proving hard to sell. The reason would 
seem to be obvious. The programme, however necessary, is, in 
its original version, draconian and inequitable. But Mr. Peres 
prefers to believe that its lack of popularity is strictly the fault of 
television. 

Television, he is reported to have informed the cabinet on 
Sunday, is ruining the country. It is undermining vital national 
interests. Yitzhak Moda'i chimed in. And more than a few 
other ministers concurred in the judgment. 

What makes television into such an enemy of the state is its 
refusal, so far. to mount a campaign of salesmanship on behalf 
of the austerity programme in the guise of dispensing objective 
information. But that refusal is well grounded in the 20-year- 
old Broadcasting Law, which ended radio’s status as a govern- 
ment mouthpiece and later established television's independ- 
ence as a public medium of communication. 

Under the law the government is still able to reach the people 
directly, without any interference by inquisitive reporters or 
interviewers. For one thing, Article 46 allows ministers to 
broadcast “announcements" at a time of emergency. It is this 
provision that was invoked in early 1981, by the then finance 
minister, Yoram Aridor, to deliver an electioneering sermon 
on the beauties of his "proper economics." His excuse was that 
a politically biased television was muzzling him. 

A storm of criticism by the Labour opposition broke over 
Mr. Aridor's head for his misuse of the law. Yet on Sunday Mr. 
Peres proposed to similarly invoke Article 46 in aid of the 
hard-pressed austerity programme. Fortunately, wiser coun- 
sels prevailed, and the idea was shelved. 

The premier may still have recourse to another provision in 
Article 46 to convert television, through special regulations, 
into a government propaganda vehicle. That would not be 
illegal if approved by the government. But whether it would be 
effective is very doubtful. Such a resort to totalitarian methods 
is likely to breed not confidence in the wisdom of the 
government’s programme but resentment, antagonism and 
disbelief.

IN SUCH FRUSTRATING times 
as these, one frequently hears peo- 
ple saying: ‘You can't change any- 
thing in this country.** 

It is an old tune. Up to 1977, 
people used to say, “No matter what 
happens or what we do, Mapai will 
always remain in power." Well, we 
know what happened in 1977 for 
better or for worse. 

This eternal complaint can usually 
be explained in one of three ways: 
people are either impatient, ignor- 
ant or hypocritical. 

For example, the Democratic 
Movement for Change entered the 
Knesset in 1977 with 15 representa- 
tives, intending, inter alia, to change 
the electoral system. But the DMC 
was impatient. It wanted to join the 
power game immediately, even at 
the cost of all its principles, and it 
didn’t survive long enough to do' 
anything. Had the DMC leaders 
been endowed with more patience, 
that now-defunct party might by now 
have amassed sufficient power to 
“do something." 

Many of those who advocate a 
written constitution for Israel are 
ignorant of the fact that we do, in 
feet, have several basic laws (the 
Knesset, the Government, the Presi- 
dent, etc.) which could easily be 
moulded into a constitution. 

They don’t know what is written in 
these laws; they don’t know which 
politicians have tried, over the years, 
to introduce a constitution - and if 
they don’t know that, how do they 
know whom to support? And they 
don't know that a constitution on its 
own, no matter bow excellent, can- 
not save democracy if the enemies of 
democracy are powerful (look what 
happened to the Weimar Republic). 

In other words, it is easier to 
bandy about a slogan: “Israel needs 
a constitution, but one can't change 
anything’’ than to try to tackle the 


PSYCHOTHERAPISTS agree that 
the only healthy way to cope with 
mourning is to express anger, shock, 
disbelief and depression. Each stage 
is dependent on the completion of 
tbe previous one until finally there is 
acceptance. 

Acceptance does not mean the 
absence of pain. The loss of a loved 
one can never be forgotten, but the 
intensity and burning anguish dimin- 
ish with time. 

Experts set time-limits of dimi- 
nishing intensity which coincide with 
the halachic rituals of mourning: the 
week of shiva. when friends and 
relatives come to comfort the be- 
reaved; the month of mourning 
when one does not attend celebra- 
tions, and the ensuing 11 months, 
during which one works through the 
.grief experience. 

Of course, this is just a generaliza- 
tion. Grief is a very individual ex- 
perience. and for many people these 
stages take far longer. 

However, when we see tbe rituals 
continuing for as much as 40 years 
after a major catastrophe, the Holo- 
caust, one wonders how the survi- 
vors are coming to terms with their 
experience. Martyrs and Heroes Re- 
membrance Day, which falls once a 
year, is a timely reminder not only 
for survivors, but for the world. It 
ensures that the Holocaust will never 
be forgotten. 

But what is the cost to the survi- 
vors of the frequent ceremonies, 
events and conferences which mark- 
not only that special day, but every 
occasion linked to the Holocaust, 
such as the Warsaw Ghetto uprising, 
and the anniversary of the liberation 
of Europe? 

Looking at photographs and films 
of these gatherings, the grief seems 
to be as intense as it was all those 
years ago. For many survivors, it 
must be intolerable to have these 
painful wounds reopened time and 

again . 

Does this lead to acceptance or 
does it lead to a constant reawaken- 
ing of memories? 

At least one survivor succumbed 
to a fatal heart attack at the Holo- 
caust Conference in Jerusalem, be- 
cause he was so overwhelmed by tbe 
memories it evoked. 

It was accepted that the confer- 
ence was a positive step in arousing 
public awareness of tbe deep psycho- 
logical problems of survivors. It also 
reunited long-lost friends and rela- 
tives. 

BUT THERE SEEMS to be an 
obsession in Israel with the subject. 


problem seriously, within the realis- 
tic possibilities of die Israeli system. 

How many of those who repeated- 
ly complain about the impossibility 
of changing things bothered to be iu 
Israel on July 23, 1984. to exercise 
their elementary democratic right? 
After all, we are talking about 
change by democratic means, aren’t 
we? Lova Eliav could have been 
comfortably elected by voters who 
spent election day shopping in Lon- 
don’s West End. 

NOW, OF COURSE, there are 
things which one cannot change by 
any means. We cannot change the 
fact that Israel is surrounded by 
Arab states (although we can slowly 
change the relations between Israel 
and at least some of these states). 

. And in no way can we change baric 
economic laws: we cannot inde- 
finitely run an economy where con- 
sumption exceeds production and 
we receive loans, grants and con- 
tributions, without a high rate of 
inflation, a monumental balance of 
payments deficit and eventual col- 
lapse. 

There are some things which can 
theoretically be changed, but only if 
some very unlikely things happen. 
Judaism in Israel can become truly 
pluralistic if and when several hun- 
dreds of thousands of Reform and 
Conservative Jews come to join us as 
full citizens. But Judaism in Israel 
will remain (unfortunately) pre- 
dominantly Orthodox. There is only 
one way to change this. In theory at 
least, it can be done. 

Tbe problem with things that can 
be changed is how to do it. In any 
system (democratic or other), the . 
way is to achieve power, to have 
influence with those who are in pow- 
er, or to influence public opinion. 

Now, one cannot get into power 
on one's own as a one-man list. Even 


if Professor Ezra Sohar bad got into 
the Knesset, he would not have been 
able to abolish income tax. He would 
not have bad the power to do so. 
Yigael Hurvitz did get into the Knes- 
set, and even into the cabinet, but 
even with two Orthree mandates, the 
chance of either major political bloc 
appointing him minister of finance 
and enabling him to introduce the 
changes he believes vital, would 
have been infinitesimal. 

If you want to be finance minister, 
you have to be a member of one of 
the two major political blocs. Once 
you are finance minister, you can 
change many things if you really 
want to. 

So far. no minister of finance in 
Israel has wanted to abolish income 
tax, or, alternatively, to make the 
tax collection system really more 
efficient by (for example) comparing 
the list of those paying income tax 
with the list of those who have tbe 
right to vote. 

BUT THE NUMBER of people 
who can achieve positions of power 
is small. For the rest of us. one 
means of effecting change is in- 
fluencing those who have power. 
Bat you cannot do it by sending 
these people endless memoranda. 

When Gad Ya’acobi became 
minister of economics and planning, 
he was flooded with economic plans 
from concerned citizens, (and non- 
citizens). Most of these plans were 
either utopian or said the obvious. 
None showed any appreciation of 
how Israel's economy really works, 
bow it bas evolved or is likely to 
evolve. And besides, Ya’acobi was 
the wrong address for these plans. 
They should have been sent to the 
operational economic ministries. Fi- 
nance and Industry and Trade. 

The fact is: neither Ya’acobi nor 
any other minister can be influenced 
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by a piece of paper written by an 
unknown person. 

The way -to gain any leader's atten- 
tion is by-being useful to him, and 
this means being willing to help him 
do what he wants to do or must do. If 
you are useful, if you are around, 
you get a chance to talk to influential 
people and discuss issues with them. 
And sometimes you can influence 
them. 

If it is attitudes one wants to try to 
change . unless one happens to repre- 
sent Kach or some other extremist 
group whose movements have -been 
restricted by law, one can enter 
schools, one can lecture, discuss, 
debate and write to one’s heart’s 
content. It is a slow way, but atti- 
tudes can rarely be changed over- 
night. After all, we do hve- in a 
democracy. And change can take 
place if tbe majority wants it. 

If the majority does not want the 
change, one can try to change its 
mind. There are no short cuts to 


Unhealthy obsession 


with constant newspaper articles, 
TV programmes, symposiums and 
conferences throughout the year. A 
recent visitor was so struck by this 
that she asked me whether the Holo- 
caust was the central theme for the 
survival of Israel. 

Those of us who were not yet born 
during the Holocaust cannot poss- 
ibly conceive the horror of living in 
that period. However, nobody living 
in Europe during World War fi 
completely escaped its ramifica- 
tions. 

As a war baby bom in London 
during the Blitz, I spent the first 
years of my life in a bomb shelter. 
My eldest brother was recruited into 
the army and spent four years over- 
seas. One of my brothers was sent 
out of London to a farmhouse in 
Wales with his class. My grand- 
mother was killed in an air raid. 

I still remember the sickening, 
terrifying silence after the explo- 
sions. Even today, the drone of an 
airplane in the sky sets my adrenalin 
racing. 

Later on as we grew up, we came 
to realize that it was only the strip of 
the English Channel and the fact that 
my family had left Poland at the 
beginning of the century that sepa- 
rated us from the fate of the children 
who suffered and died in the Holo- 
caust 

The Holocaust is part of our col- 
lective memory, even though there 
was little awareness of its enormity 
- as Britain began to recover from the 
devastating war. 

My first encounter with survivors 
occurred when I came to Israel for 
the first time as a teenager. 
Although England was entering its 
golden era of “never having had it so 
good,” Israel was in the throes of 
austerity only 11 years after inde- 
pendence, and tbe shadow of the 
Holocaust was very tangible. 

A hand reaching out to grasp a rail 
in a crowded bus revealed the tat- 
tooed number on a now suntanned 
arm: tbe teachers at the kibbutz 
where I was staying were full of 
stories of escape. 

When I went back to England, I 
began to read about the Holocaust.

A number of books were published 
at that time: Elie Wiesel’s Advocate 
for the Dead and Andrd Schwarz- 
B art's. The Last of die Just. 

ALONG WITH collective grief, 
each person, as he matures, has to 
cope with the loss of loved ones. My 
Own parents died while I was only in 
my 20s, and our fifth child was bom 
prematurely and soon died. 

Today, these experiences stfll hurt 
and occasionally I feel resentful and 
angry. My friends still have parents 
to visit; now babies are .bom pre- 
maturely and survive. If my baby 
had come into tbe world 10 years 
later, she too may have lived. 

But this grief is private, and there 
is no longer any need to express it in 
ritual. 


Although I will never forget my 
parents, a visit to their graves has 
become meaningless. If the family 
met frequently for memorial ser- 
vices, it would open wounds which 
have healed with time. Parents and 
lost babies live on in all of us, and 
public grief is out of place. 

Should not the Holocaust survi- 
vors at last be allowed to rest and 
grieve in private? There are obvious- 
ly those who still need specialized 
help, but this should be administered 
by those trained to heal and not 
through the press and TV, which 
shows those horrendous films over 
and over again. 

Most survivors now have children 
and grandchildren of their own. 
Wouldn’t improving the quality of 
life for Israeli youth be the most

Be- 
fore you accept the verdict that you 
are a hypochondriac, look to your 
environment! We have been ex- 
posed to so many pollutants and 
chemicals in our atmosphere and in 
the food that we eat that ultimately 
the body rebels.
